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EXCHANGE RATES RAISED 





THE PREMIUM ON GOLD BARS HAS 
ALSO BEEN ADVANCED. 


Order from Secretary Carlisle Obvi- 
ously Intended io Prevent Ship- 
ments of the Yellow Metal—Ex- 
‘change Probably Affected by the 
' Approaching Maturity of Loans 
" Made by Forecigners—Efforts Will 
Be Made to Prevent Gold Exports. 


Attention was called to the financial situ- 
ation and outlook yesterday by a sharp 
advance in rates of exchange and by én- 
structions received at the Sub-Treasury that 
the premium on gold bars, which has been 
one-eighth of 1 per cent., be raised to three- 
eighths of 1 per cent. 

The two matters were closely related, be- 
Cause at the new rates for exchange gold 
bars might haye been engaged for export 
by to-morrow’s steamships, had the premi- 
um on them remained as formerly. Secre- 
tary Sastlie's order to*make the premium 
on bars higher was thus obviously intend- 
ed to prevent gold shipments. Not a little 
anxiety has appeared in regard to the 
means he may need to employ should he 
persist in this policy. 

Exchange seems to have advanced be- 
cause of the approaching maturity of loans 
made by foreigners to subscribers for the 
new Government bonds. It is understood 
that the bulk of these loans will be due 
early in April. The money market has re- 
cently been in a condition by no means at- 
tractive to foreign capital. For this rea- 
son it has been supposed that the money 
thus loaned on bond account would be re- 
turned to Europe at maturity of the loans. 
Payment would be required in gold, for of- 
ferjngs of bills in the market have recently 
be light. 

iL addition to this cause for the with- 
drawal of Treasury gold, another was fur- 
nished in the advance of 1 penny in the 
price of gold bars by the Bank of Eng- 
land to 77s. 10d. per ounce. This in itself 
would be calculated to draw United States 
Treasury bars. In conjunction with the 
new strength in exchange rates, gold ex- 
ports would have been inevitable unless a 
check had been applied. 

Gold was exported last year at $4.88 for 
demand bills, yesterday’s rate. Secretary 
Carlisle’s order changed the exporting rate. 
Shippers figured that, with a premium of 
three-eighths of 1 per cent. for bars, ex- 
ports of bars could not be profitably made 
with exchange under $4.894. The export 


rate for coin has been at about $4.89 for 
some time. Uncertainty regarding its con- 
dition has led shippers to prefer bars, even 
at a premium. fFull-weight coin could be 
shipped at $4.89, but the coin in hand is 
not uniform, and so much of it is abraded 


, that shippers will hardly venture to handle 


it, unless exchange shall touch $4.8914. 

Although exchange is well below the new 
rates at which either bars or coin can be 
shipped with profit, bankers understand the 
causes of yesterday’s advance, and fear 
that they may continue to push rates up- 
ward. Cables touched $4.88% yesterday, and 
demand was at $4.88% Quotations for 
each kind advanced % cent. These ad- 
Vances cannot be repeated without threat- 
ening a@ drain of gold. Should they con- 
tinue, gol< must go, unless some further 
check shall be applied. 

Thig prospect is exciting much concern. 
Gold exports would be generally deplored, 
but measures of prevention must also be 
unwelcome. It is supposed that Secretary 
Carlisle intends to protect the gold as long 
a@s possible. His next step, should exports 
be threatened, would be to call on the de- 
pository banks for funds they hold on bond 
account. There is yet due from them $16,- 
670,000. If this sum or a large part of it 
were called in by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, rates for money would immediately 
stiffen. The purpose of the call would be 
to make the money market attractive to 
the foreign capital now loaned to bond 
subscribers, and hold that money here on 
— loans, instead of letting it return to 

rope. 

While this policy is perfectly defensible, 
and would probably be approved as a finan- 
cial operation, its effect on a situation none 
too comfortable now for general borrowers 
might be serious. 

Bankers will watch developments anx- 
iously, in the hope that the apprehensions 
forced upon them by the turn affairs have 
taken may be removed. Efforts will be de- 
voted to providing some means by which 
both gold exports and a close money mar- 
ket may be averted,

MONUMENT. 


Germans Still Hope to Have It in 


New-York. 


A meeting of the various delegates of 
German societies forming the Heine Monu- 
ment Association met last night at the 
Arion Cluvhouse. Gallus Thomann, the 
President, occupied the chair, and seats 
of honor were occupied by Mrs. Louise 
Ams, Wiiliam Steinway, Richard Katzen- 
mayer, and William Baeder. 

The meeting of the delegates was pre- 
ceded by an executive session of the Ad- 
visory Board. This reported to the gen- 
eral meeting that, in consequence of the 
enactment of the French bill, the favora- 
ble action of the Board of Aldermen had 
been nullified. The President further ai- 


ncunced that it had been resolved that 
the monument should not go to any other 
city, although a number of offers had 
been made from some of the larger cities 
of the United States. 

Mr. Thomann informed the delegates that 
several propositions had been received from 
private persons and municipalities offer- 
ing to deed property to the society for 
the erection of the memorial.” Of these 
all had been rejected excepting those 
within the limits of Greater New-York, 
of Which there were some worthy of seri- 
ous consideration, Mr. Thomann remarked. 

Mr. Steinway said the Germans of New- 
York, prompted by the noblest motives, de- 
sired to present to the city the beautiful 
Loreiey Fountain as a token of their love 
for the great poet. Among the propositions 
he favored one which is to the effect that 
a plot of ground of 80 feet in one of the 
most beautiful parks in the Greater New- 
York be deeded to the society for the fount- 
ain. Before the memorial can be erected 
the Greater New-York will be a fact, and 
thus the object of erecting a perpetual me- 
morial to the beloved German poet within 
the boundaries of the American metropolis 
will have been accomplished, Mr. Steinway 
remarked in conclusion. 

A committee of seven was appointed to 
investigate the ,ropositions and to look into 
the constitutionality of the French bill and 
report at a subsequent meeting. The com- 
mittee consists of William Steinway, George 
Ehret, William Jurgensen, Richard Katzen- 
mayer, Jacob Heintz, Felix Schwarzschild, 
Henry Binder, and Gallus Thomann, ex 
officio.

Bernard R, Green, Gen. Casey’s Assir*- 


arnt, to be Placed in Charge. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The Senate to- 
day passed a joint resolution to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death yesterday of 
Gen. Casey, in charge of the construction of 
the new Library Building in Washington, 
by the appointment of Bernard R. Green, at 
$5,000 a year. The resolution was reported 
by Mr. Morrill from the Library Commit- 
tee. Mr. Morrill spoke of Mr. Green’s great 
skill and fitness for the work, and men- 
tioned that he had been Gen. Casey’s as- 
sistant in building the Washington Monu- 
ment, the State, War, and Navy Department 
Building, and the new Library Building. 

Mr. Hill inquired why the charge of the 
work should not pass into the hands oi 
Gen, Casey’s army successor, 

Mr. Vilas explained that Mr. Green had 
been Gen. Casey’s assistant from the_ be- 
ginning of the work, and that it would do 
no good, and mi,ht do harm, to make a 
change now. He thought that Mr. Green 
should be allowed to finish the work, now 
so near completion, 

Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Col.,) appealed to Mr. 
Hill to withdraw all opposition to the reso- 
lution. He spoke of the new Library Build- 
ing as “the grandest and most beautiful 
in the whole world,” and as being a monu- 
ment to the intelligence and efforts of the 
Senator from Vermont, who had been active 
in the matter from the very_beginning. He, 
for one, would be delighted to have it left 
in his hands. ‘ 

After further discussion Mr. Hill said that 
he would not insist upon his objection, al- 
though it struck him that it was not proper 
to legislate a man into office by name 
“even before the burial of the distinguished 
General.”” The adoption of the resolution 
followed. 

In the course of*the debate the fact was 
brought out that the building will be fin- 
ished within the time fixed for its comple- 
tion and for less than the estimated cost, 
(about $6,400,000.)

PLANS FOR THE NEW-YORK DEMO- 
CRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 


The Date Will Be About One Week 
After the Republicans Shall Have 
Finished Their Work at St. Louis 
—State Officers Will Be Nominated 
Some Time in September—Mislead- 
ing Reports Concerning the Atti- 
tude of Senator Hill and Others. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—Some of the 
politicians in New-York who get their in- 
fcrmation at second-hand appear to be all 
at sea concerning the plans of the State 
Democratic leaders. The statement has 
been made in the last two days that Mr. 


Hill prefers having only one convention 
this year, and would have delegates to the 
Chicago Convention chosen, Electors nomi- 
nated, and candidates for Governor, Lieu- 
terant Governor, and the remainder of 
the State ticket announced at once. It is 
dcubtful if anybody in New-York or else- 
where has heard Mr. Hill express such 
a preference. Those who stand closest 
to Mr. Hill here, while aware of the fact 
that the recent performances of the Re- 
publicans in New-York have encouraged 
him to believe that the Democrats have 
a very good chance to carry the State 
next Fall, do not eredit him with a desire 
to rush matters in the way indicated by 
the gossips. 

For the information of Democrats in 
the State, it may be said that the Demo- 
cratic Convention to name delegates to the 
National Convention, will be held in Sara- 
toga about June 24, it being the intention 
of the leaders to bring the Democratic 
kosts together about a week after the Re- 
publicans shall have concluded their work 
at St. Louis. Saratoga is the favorite city 
of the leaders. 

When asked this morning why New-York 
should not be chosen as the convention city 
@ prominent New-York Democrat who is 
watching the performances of Congress said 
the only objection to the metropolis was 
that the delegates could not be kept within 
reach, ° 

**If we had some general gathering place 
such as the Republicans have in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel,” this New-Yorker added, 
“there would be a decided preference for 
New-York, but we lack that advantage. 
The Republicans go to the Fifth Avenue be- 
cause Platt lives there. The Democrats 
have no boss to bow down to, and in conse- 
quence they go where they please, and the 
leaders have to look for them when they de- 
sire to communicate with them. 

‘“*In Saratoga the hotels are so close to- 
gether that the Democratic tendency to 
spread out is not so troublesome,”’ 

Naturally, there will be criticism of the 
late date of the convention for naming 
delegates to the Chicago Convention. It 
is met with the assertion that the Demo- 
crats in 1892 were first in the field with 
their conventicn, giving their opponents all 
the advantage that naturally accrued from 
such action. They have no candidate this 
year, and are on the defensive for the 
present at least, and .the leaders figure 
that they will have much to gain and noth- 
ing to lose by postponing the day of meet- 
ing until the results of the Republican Con- 
vention shall be known. 

It is assumed here that Senators Hill 
and Murphy and ex-Gov. Flower will be 
delegates. at large, but the name of the 
fourth man is‘thus far undetermined. The 
Democratic Nominating Convention will not 
be held until some time in September, de- 
spite gossip to the contrary. It is known 
here that several Democrats of prominence 
have an eye on the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, their zeal being intensified by the 
general condemnation of the Republican 
policy. The statement so frequently heard 
a few weeks ago that any Democrat could 
have the nomination who wanted it, no 
longer holds good. An effort will be made 
to name the strongest man who is availa- 
ble, and from this distant point it looks as 
if he hardly could fail of election. 





NO HOPE FOR INTERVENTION. 


American Citizens Imprisoned at Port- 
land, England, Without Redress. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—In replying to 
Senator Squire’s reference of a letter from 
J. S McCormick, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, of Seattle, Wash- 
ington, saying that the Government should 
make an energetic effort to obtain the re- 
lease of Dr. Gallagher and Messrs. White- 
head, Wilson, Featherstone, and Burton, 
American citizens confined for the last 
twelve years at Portland, England, for 


participation in — troubles in Ire- 
land, Secretary Olney writes: 

It is necessary to remind you that the cases 
of these American citizens are familiar to the 
department, whose strenuous efforts in their be- 
half have heretofore been exerted without ayail. 
The case of Dr. Gallagher is particularly recalled, 
and more recently that of John Curtin Kent, 
whose liberation has lately been effected through 
the intervention of this Government and its 
diplomatic agent at London. 

I cite these facts to demonstrate the depart- 
ment’s interest, and its willingness to be of all 
possible assistance, but I am not aware of any- 
thing tending to show that our intervention at 
the present time would prove any more successful 
than were its past efforts in that direction. I 
am not without hope that something may possibly 
be accomplished in the future in the matter of 
the lMberation of these five American citizens, 
in view of the action of the British Government 
in the Kent and other cases, but I am not dis- 
posed to regard, however much I might per- 
sonally be willing to apes 4 with your own and 
the petitioner’s request, the present as a fit- 
ting or hopeful period to make renewed efforts. 


This apparently puts an end to all hope of 
the Government's taking any further action 
in the cases at present. 


1,500,000 DOLLARS PER MONTH. 





Of These 1,031,375 Will Be Held for 
Redemption of Treasury Notes, 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The mints are 
now coining standard silver dollars at the 
rate of 1,500,000 per month from the silver 
bullion. remaining of that purchased under 
the act of July 14, 1890.

Whe remainder, 468,675, will be paid into 
the Treasury as profits on the coinage of 
silver bullion, and against which silver 
certificates can be issued and used in the 
payment of any expenses of the Govern- 
ment.

INJURED BY A RUNAWAY HORSE. 


Six Persons Knocked Down in Canal 
Street—One Man Seriously Hurt. 


A young horse belonging to P. Rapelowitz, 
a bottler of mineral water at 106 Allen 
Street, became frightened by an elevated 
railroad train at Eldridge and Canal Streets 
yesterday morning and at once dashed 
along Canal Street at great speed. Osias 
Stern of 146 Forsyth Street, the driver, was 
delivering goods, 

The sidewalks: of Canal Street were 
crowded with people at the time, and the 
uncontrolled animal created a panic as it 
rushed along the street. 

Three children were knocked down by the 
horse, but were not seriously injured. Two 
men, however, who tried to stop the animal 
were badly hurt, the foot of William Har- 
vey of 206 Water Street being crushed and 
the hand of P. Cohen of 197 Division Street 
being lacerated, Their injuries were dressed 
in a drug store. 

The most serious damage, however, was 
done near Forsyth Street. The horse 
knocked over the pushcarts of a number of 
peddlers of fruit, vegetables, fish, &c., and 
Louis Kadinsky was thrown a distance of 
several feet. He was picked up insensible, 
and was taken to Gouverneur Hospital, 
where it was found that he had received se- 
vere internal injuries, 

At Rutgers Square the wagon drawn by 
the horse struck a stone fountain, and was 
wrecked, with its contents, Here the horse 
was stopped, and Stern, who had followed 
on foot, was arrested. In the Essex Mar- 
ket Police Court he was held in $500 bail 
to await the result of Kadinsky’s injuries, 





MOUNT VERNON FUNDS MISSING. 


Clerk Pease's Accounts Said to 
be Short $3,740. 


Mount VERNON, March 26.—The report 
of City Controller Gideon D. Pond on the 
accounts of City Clerk Elias G. Pease, 
which was made public to-day, shows an 
apparent deficit of $3,740.54. The news has 
created excitement in the cityr Mr. Pease 
is a prominent Republican politician. 

The investigation was brought about by 
a letter written by ex-Mayor Brush to 
Mayor Lewis charging Mr. Pease with ap- 
propriating city funds to his own use and 
demanding an investigation. The matter 
was referred to the Common Council, wich 
ordered Controller Pond to inspect the rec- 
ords of the City Clerk’s office. , 

Mr. Pease says he can explain everything 
satisfactorily. He will be given a hearing 
before the Common Council Monday even- 
ing. 

Mr. Pease was suspended from office by 
the Common Council, and the Corporation 
Counsel was ordered to draw and prefer 
charges against him. By the provisions of 
the city charter, Mayor Lewis is now <Act- 
ing City Clerk. 

Mr. Brush, when Mayor three years ago, 
appointed Mr. Pease City Clerk. Mr. Pease 
had been largely instrumental in securing 
Mr. Brush’s election to the Mayoralty. Mr. 
Pease and ex-Mayor Brush have recently 
belonged to opposing Republican factions.

TITLE TO MT. ST. ELIAS LN DISPUTE. 


Canada Claims It, but the United 
States Really Owns It. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 26.—The joint 
report of the International Boundary Com- 
missioners appointed to ascertain facts and 
data necessary to the permanent delimita- 
tion of the boundary line between Alaska 
and Canada has been presented to Parlia- 
ment. The report shows that the surveyors 
of the two countries agree approximately in 


their observations. The summit of Mount 
St. Elias is found to be 2.41 statute miles 
east of the one hunded and forty-first me- 
ridian—that is to say, in Canadian terri- 
tory. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Mount St. Elias 
is not in Canadian territory, to-day’s re- 
port from Ottawa to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Gen. E. Duffield, Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the 
representative of the United States on the 
Joint Boundary Commission, whose report 
has been presented to the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, says that, while it is true that the 
mountain is 2.41 statute miles east of the 
one hundred and forty-first meridian, it is 
furthermore certain that its highest eleva- 
tion is exactly ten marine leagues from 
the coast, and therefore it is happily one 
of the chief boundary monuments between 
American and British possessions. The rec- 
ords of the official surveyors establish this 
beyond question. 





VEST BUCKLE STOPPED A BULLET. 


Louis Black Fired At in the Street by 
His Friend Young Rosenbaum, 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 26.—While Louis 
Black of the clothing manufacturing firm of 
Black & Meyer, North Paul Street, was on 
his way to luncheon to-day Leon Rosen- 
baum, twenty-one years old, of Rosenbaum 
& Steefel, clothing manufacturers, tried to 
kill him. 

When Mr. Black passed Andrews Street 


he met Mr, Rosenbaum. He had taken but 
a few steps past the young man when -he 
heard a pistol shot and felt something 
strike him in the back. Turning, he ex- 
claimed: ‘‘My God, boy, what are you 
shooting me for?”’ 

Rosenbaum continued to fire, and Mr. 
Black held his umbrella in front of him. 
Three shots were fired, the young man be- 
ing within ten feet of Mr. Black. A crowd 
gathered, and Rosenbaum escaped up an 
alley way. Mr. Black walked to his house, 
near by, and an examination of his back 
showed a bullet hole through his coat and 
vest and the dent of a bullet in his vest 
buckle. Rosenbaum is thought to be insane. 
The families of Black and Rosenbaum are 
on intimate terms, 





SENATE REPORTER MURPHY DEAD. 


Under His Direction Reports of Many 
Historical Events Were Made. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—D. F. Murphy, 
chief official reporter of the United States 
Senate, died in this city to-night. He was 
sixty-two years old. He had been in ill 
health for several years, suffering from 
nervous disorders. Last night he had an 
apoplectic stroke, from which he temporarily 
rallied, only to succumb at 7:40 o’clock to- 


night. 

Mr. Murphy became connected with the 
Senate in 1848, and in 1873 was appointed 
chief official reporter. He reported the pro- 
ceedings of the famous Electoral Commission 
in 1876, and the absolute accuracy of his 
report in that case, as in the numerous 
exciting debates following the reconstruc- 
tion period and since, was never questioned. 

He enjoyed the intimate acquaintance of 
the most prominent men of-his day, by 
whom he was respected for his integrity of 
character. He leaves a wife and several 
children, and two brothers—D. I. — ; 
Deputy Commissioner of Pensions, an S 
we Murphy, his chief assistant in the Senate. 
He will be buried in Philadelphia. 





Benjamin Franklin's Will, 


Boston, March 26.—The will of Benjamin 
Franklin was allowed in the Suffolk County e- 
bate Court to-day by Judge Grant, on petition of 


Mayor Quincy, as a foreign will, having been 
probated about a century ago in the Orphans’ 
Court in Philadelphia. The probate of the will 
here is deemed necessary in view of a legal dis- 
position of the Franklin Fund, which was created 
by the will of Franklin and now amounts to ser- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. There was no op- 
position to the probate, and it was admitted 
upon the credit of the certificate of the Recorder 
of the Orphans’ Court.

DEMOCRATS DRIVEN OUT 





THEIR RIGTHS IGNORED BY THE RE- 
PUBLICAN SENATE, 


They Leave the Chamber in a Body— 
Stormiest Scene of the Secssion— 
Coggeshall Denounces the Tac- 
ties of His Party Colleagues—Gal- 
lagher, in the Chair, Gives Hi-r 
Aid to the Republican Programme 
—New-York School Bill Advanced. 


ALBANY, March 26.—One of the liveliest 
incidents of the session was witnessed in 
the Senate to-day as the result of the 
Democratic attempt to prevent considera- 
tion of the New-York City School bill. 
The majority was in favor of advancing 


the compromise measure, which abolishes 
the present system of Trustee manage- 
ment, but the Democrats opposed it. They 
accordingly started discussion of other bills 
with the expectation of using up the time 
of the session, and preventing the Com- 
mittee of the Whole from reaching the 
school bill. 

One of the bills ahead of it was Mt. Lex- 
ow’s, which aims to locate a hospital for 
diphtheria and scarlet fever patients on 
the East River, near the foot of Seven- 
teenth Street, and to that bill Senator Gra- 
dy objected. He precipitated a two or three 
hours’ debate, in which both sides became 
so heated that finally, as a last resort, the 
Democrats left the chamber. Then the Reé- 
publicans proceeded to advance not only 
the school bill, but several others, to which 
there has been strong Democratic objec- 
tion. One was the Greenbush Police bill, 
on which the Democrats had intended to 
make a strong party fight. 

The debate on the Scarlet Fever Hospital 
bill was interesting. It had no sooner been 
taken up than Senator Grady attacked it, 
saying that his district ought not to be in- 
vaded by an institution which would be a 
menace to the health of the people of the 
district. His constituents,were against the 
bill, and the principles of home rule were 
violated by Senator Lexow’s introduction 
of the bill. He continued: 

The district is being punished for the poltics 
of its people, who are all poor. This hospital 
will only cure for pay. Let these men who want 
the hospita] put it in their own district. This 
they do not want to do. They won't expose 
their childrer. to the germs of disease. ‘They 
look over to the poor east side, and see the 
multitude of children, and say they are only the 
children of poor people. 

After considerable debate, participated in 
by Senators .LLexow, Cantor, Pavey, and 
Guy, an amendment to locate the hospital 
on an island was voted down, 14 to 16. 
Senator Cantor moved to strike out the 
first section of the bill, and then ensued 
the wildest scene that the Senate has had 
this year. Points of order, defiance, and 
wordy attacks on Senator Gallagher (Dem..,) 
of Brooklyn, who was in the chair, fol- 
lowed. 

Senator Gallagher ruled with the Repub- 
licans on ali points, and was roundly de- 
nourted by several Democratic Senators. 
Mr. Cantor said: 

I am more than surprised that a Democratic 
Senator acting as presiding officer is acting under 
the instruction of the Republican leader, and ig- 
noring his Democratic colleagues. The spectacle 
is one that I have never before witnessed. You 
let the clerk run the business of the Senate in a 
disgraceful way, hurrying by pills. with Senators 
protesting. I am surprised that you allowed the 
clerk to perform your duty as he did. That you 
refused to recognize Democrats, turned your back 
on them, is more than I can understand, no more 
than the purpose of it. 

The Democrats insisted that they 
not being fairly treated. Senator 
(Rep.,) evidently thought so too, for he 
voted with them at all times. Senator 
Coggeshall finally entered a protest against 
the Republican tactics. He said: 

*“*I wish to suggest that the Senate pro- 
ceed in decency and order. I am not here 
to be gagged, nor do I propose to allow any 
one else to be gagged if I can prevent it.’ 

‘*I insist that the Senator is out of order,” 
said Mr. Ellsworth. 

‘“*T don’t care what you insist,” retorted 
Mr. Coggeshall. ‘* You are not my leader 
to direct me, for I don’t recognize that ycu 
have qualities of leadership.” 

Senator Gallagher finally left the chair, 
and was succeeded by Senator Malby. The 
Democrats continued to filibuster, until the 
New-York School bill was reached, when 
Senator Grady rose and calmly began: “ If 
I may be allowed, I speak most soberly, to 
declare that, if 1 were a member of the 
majority, I would be ashamed to look an 
honest man in the face after the action of 
the Republican majority here to-day.” 

Senator Cantor interrupted: ‘The Sen- 
ators of the minority will now retire.” 

All of the Democratic Senators then 
walked out of the Senate: Chamber. 

The bill was advanced to third reading, 
none of the Democrats being present. A 
number of other bills were advanced, and 
then the Senate adjourned.

John Curley, an Old Offender, and His 
Alleged Wife Arrested. 


Capt. Schmittberger, who was transferred 
from Tremont to the West One Hundredth 
Street Station on Monday, made a raid 
yesterday afternoon, with the aid of three 
detectives, on the third floor of 73 West 
Ninety-eighth Street, and arrested John 
Curley and his alleged wife, Julia Curley, 
and seized a large quantity of “« green 
goods”’ and seve 
Curley is said to Be ell” ie 
“* green-goods’’’ man. 

The detectives found a book containing 
over 5,000 names and addresses, thousands 


of imitation newspaper clippings, hundreds 
of letters from victims, and a number of 
one-dollar bills, cut in halves, for use in 
sample packages of “ green goods.’’ One of 
the rooms was fitted up as an opium den, 
and eight packages of opium were found 
on a table. 

Curley had in his pockets a number of 
Confederate bills, ranging from $1 to $20. 

The police say Curley has agents in all 
parts of the country. Among the names 
appearing in communications negotiating 
for ‘‘ green goods” are these: D. C. Sparks 
of Elwood, Ark.; Joseph Twigg of Gas- 
ville, Ark., and Fred H.. Lewis of Battle, 
Texas, who sent his photograph. There 
were letters also from Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, .Minnesota, Oregon, and Illinois. 

Curley is forty years old, and the police 
say that for some years he was a con- 
federate of ‘‘ Barney ’’ McGuire, a “ green- 
goods’’ man who was driven out of this 
city. He has lived in the same house for 
seven years. He received mail at 534 Sixth 
Avenue as John O'Leary, and at 222 Chrys- 
tle Street as John Frazer. 





MR. POLLOSKY WANTS $874,000. 


He Sues C. P. Huntington for Failure 
to Keep an Agreement. 


Marcus Pollosky of the law firm of Doo- 
little, Tollman & Pollosky of Chicago has 
brought suit in the United States Circuit 
Court in this city against Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, for $374,000. 

Pollosky alleges that he entered into an

CHRISTENED WITH WINE. 


The Cramps Will Follow the Usual 
Custom in the Case of the Iowa, 


PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—Charles H. 

Cramp, President of the William Cramp & 
Sons Ship and Engine Building Company, 
the builders of the battleship Iowa, stated 
to-day that he thought wine would be used 
in christening the vessel when she shall be 
launched on Saturday. Mr. Cramp’s re- 
marks were brought out by the action of 
the residents of Moulton, Iowa, in adopting 
resolutions in which they request Gov. 
Drake to cause his daughter Mary, who will 
christen the ship, to use water, instead of 
wine. Mr. Cramp further said: 
_“* We furnish the bottle, and the person 
invited to do the christening usually ac- 
cepts it and breaks it as directed. We have 
frequently been petitioned by representa- 
tives of temperance organizations to use a 
bottle of water instead of wine, but the 
custom has been to use wine, and we have 
discovered no good reason to change it. As 
a matter of fact, however, there is usually 
more disgust over the spilling of the wine 
used at the launching of a ship among 
people who are not total abstainers than 
among those who are. The former think it 
is a useless waste of wine when water 
would answer the purpose as well.” 





STREET CAR PASSENGERS’ RIGHTS. 


Justice Gaynor Decides that Wagons 
Must Keep Ont of the Way. 


Maier Karp sued the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company for $500 damages. He 
claimed that June 30, 1894, while driving in 
Maspeth, L, L., his wagon was damaged by 
a trolley car belonging to the company. 

The case was yesterday called in the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, before Justice Gay- 
nor, who dismissed it. In doing so he said: 

**I cecide this on the Donnelly case, 
which went to the Court of Appeals, The 
railroads have the right to run their cars, 
and speedily. It is the duty of everybody 
to get out of the way. Here was.a wide 
road. The plaintiff was on the wrong siae 
in the first place. He should have turned 
out. It is the duty of people to get off the 
track, and not even make the cars slacken 
speed. The public have some right when 
they get on the cars, and are not to be 
stopped or delayed at the pleasure of any 
person,”

Provisions of the Measure A's It Passed 
the Legislature. 


ALBANY, March 26.—The Greater New- 
York bill, as it has passed both branches 
of the Legislature, is entitled ‘‘ An act con- 
solidating the local Gavernments of the ter- 
ritory within the City. and County of New- 
York, the Counties of Kings and Richmond, 
and Long Island City and the towns of 
Newtown, Flushing, and Jamaica and part 
of the town of Hempstead, in the County’ of 
Queens, and providing for the preparation 
of bills for enactment into laws for the 
government thereof.’’ Its provisions are aa 
follows: 


All the municipal corporations and 
parts of municipal corporations, other than coun- 
ties, within the following territory, to wit: The

MAYOR WURSTER’S VETO EXPECTED 


He Is Said to be Opposed to the Great- 
er New-York Bill. 


The psssage of the Greater New-York 
bill in the Assembly yesterday was hailed 
with delight by the men of Brooklyn who 
have for years been hard at work to 
bring about that desired result. 

When the question was put to a vote in 
Brooklyn it was carried by 27T majority. 
Since then the anti-consolidattonists have 
contended that the vote was not a fair ex- 
pression of the opinion of the citizens of 
Brooklyn. On the other hand, the congoli- 
dationists claim that many hundreds have 
been converted to the consolidation side 
since the vote was taken. 

The Union League, the leading Republic- 
an club of Brooklyn, took a vote some 
Weeks ago, and 9U per cent. ef the club’s 
members put their names down in favor of 
the Greater New-York bill. 

This was a great blow to the anti-con- 
solidationists, who had been striving to de- 
feat the bill in every possible manner. 

The passage of the bill yesterday by such 
a large vote pleased the men of Brooklyn 
who favored the project. At the Union 
League Club and the Montauk Club, es- 
pecially, the members were jubilant over 
the passage of the bill. 

Mayor Wurster’s views on the matter 
could not be obtained yesterday, because 
dhe was at home ill. It is said that he had 
mot been well since he learned of the ac- 
tion taken by the Republican State Con- 
yention Tuesday, when a majority of the 
Brooklyn delegates, nearly all Wurster- 
Willis men, voted to sustain Thomas Fitch- 
fe’s report in opposition to Mr. Platt’s slate. 

When it became known in Brooklyn that 
Mayor Wurster was fll, and that the Great- 
er New-York bill had been passed, a poli- 
tician remarked: , 

“I’m sorry for the Mayor, but his illness 
will become more severe when he learns 
that Thomas C. Platt has chastised him 
and his followers for endeavoring to break 
his slate at the State Convention.”

—Gov. Morton signed bills permitting 
Néw-York City to issue $200,000 bonds to provide 
public baths; providing for compensating Brook- 
lyn firemen for uniforms injured in service; pro- 
hibiting railroads on Woodbine, Kosciusko, Pu- 
laski, Hart, Dean, Leonard, Monroe, and Macon 
Streets and Vernon Avenue, Brooklyn, without 
permission of property owners. 

—Mr. French has introduced a bill au- 
thorizing the New-York City Fire Commissioners 
to Ax the salaries of the uniformed force as fol- 
jows, to take effect Jan. 1 next: Chiefs, $6,000; 
Deputy Chiefs, $4,500; Chiefs of Battalion, $3,600; 
Captains and Foremen, $2,500, and Assistant 
Foremen and Captains, $2,100. 

—Assemblyman Greene of New-York City 
has introduced a bill Increasing the value of the 
real estate which may be held by the Harmoine 
Social Club of New-York City from $250,000 to

of $750,000, 

—Senator Mullin has introduced a bill in- 
corporating Douglass R. Satterlee, Charles R.

York City, with a capital of $200,000.

The New-Jersey Legislature Ad- 


journed Sine Die Yesterday. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 26.—The New- 
Jersey Legislature adjourned sine die this 
afternoon. It spent the last day clearing 
up its business, passing many bills, and 
killing a good many. 

In the House the Constitutional amend- 
ments were considered. The Republican 
members in caucus adopted all the amend- 
ments except the one for the redistricting 
of the Assembly districts and that for 
the reorganization of the judiciary. It 
was decided to kill the redistricting meas- 
ure and to allow the judiciary amendment 
to take its chances in the open House. 

Those amendments which it was agreed 
to pass were quickly adopted by the House. 
The amendment providing for a reorgani- 
zation of the judiciary had a little harder 
road to travel. The Judiciary Committee 
recommended the amendment prepared by 
Collins and Corbin, ;providing for a fif- 
teen Judge Supreme Court, with law, equity, 
and appellate departments, and Mr. Scovel 
offered as a substitute the lawyers’ commit- 
tees amefidment. He and Mr. Robertson, with 
a few other members, advocated the adop- 
tion of this amendment, but only 17 votes 
were cast for it. The Collins and Corbin 
amendment was then passed by a vote of 
53 to 4, The House adopted also a new 
amendment taking away from the Gov- 
ernor the power to appoint any person to 
public office whose nomination had been 
rejected by the Senate. The Senate at 
onee concurred in this amendment. 

The House passed bills as follows: 
Providing for the establishment of a normal 
school at Jersey City; prohibiting the holding of 
elections in barrooms; delegating to License Com- 
mittees of Common Councils in first-class cities 
power to issue licenses other than liquor licenses; 
repealing the elective judiciary act; providing 
that no person ghall be naturalized within thirty 
days of the the Fall election. 

The House killed the Wildes bill giving 
property owners five years in which to pay 
assessments for stone roads. 

In the Senate Mr. Voorhees, Chairman 
of the investigating committee of last year, 

resented a report as additional to that of 
ast June, that there were other matters 
touching the public revenues and expendi- 
tures, which, in its opinion, may demand 
further inquiry. It therefore requested 
authority from the Senate to continue the 
inquiry if it found it advisable so to do. 
In accordance with this request, a resolu- 
tion ‘was adopted that the select commit- 
tee, rr age BS Messrs. Voorhees, Ketch- 
am, Skirm, erbert, and Daly, be con- 
tinued, with all previous powers, and pro- 
ceed to investigate if it so thought it ad- 
visable and report to the Senate of 1897. 
The Senate passed a number of unimpor- 
tant bills and then President Thompson pre- 
sented his resignation preparatory to be- 
ing confirmed as Clerk in Chancery. Sen- 
ator Williams of Passaic was elected to fill 
the vacancy, and, after the adoption of 
the usual complimentary resolutions, the 
Senate went into executive session. 

Gov. Griggs sent to the Senate the follow- 
ing nominations for. Judges of _County 
Courts: For Hunterdon County—H. Bur- 
dett Herr; for Middlesex County—Wood- 
bridge Strong; for Ocean County—Joseph 
H. Birdsall; for Salem County—Clement “i. 
Sinnickson; for Sussex County—James F. 
Conklin; for Cape May County—Harry 8S. 
Douglass. The Senate, in executive session, 
confirmed all the Governor's nominations. 





UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS THESE. 


Hundreds Who Came on Chartered 
Vessels May Be Barred Out. 


Two tramp steamships, which were char- 
tered by speculators in the immigrant traf- 
fic, reached port this week, and, as a result, 
Ellis Island is now thronged with steerage 
passengers whose right to land has been 
questioned. Bight hundred of the new- 
comers were on the island yesterday. 

The ships that brought the passengers are 
the Chateau Yquem and the Hindoustan. 
The former was recently chartered by 
Funch, Edye & Co, of this city to D. Lucca 
of Naples. In issuing the charter to Lucca 
the New-York agents of the ship neglected 
to stipulate that the charterer should as- 
sume all responsibility and expense for any 
immigrants brought here whom the au- 
thorities saw fit to deport. As a result of 
that omission Funch, Edye & Co. are likely 
to lose a pretty penny, as of the 1,203 steer- 
age passengers of the Chateau Yquem, 400 
have been detained, and may have to go 
back at their expense. : 

The Hindoustan brought 500 steerage pas- 
sengers. Most of these have been detained 
for further examination, and 100 have been 
definitely barred. 

Dr. Senner, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, expresses disapproval of the prac- 
tice of reputable shipowners chartering ves- 
sels for such purposes as these two ships 
were put to. In speaking of the case yes- 
terday, Dr. Senner said that of the 1,203 

assengers of the Chateau be gene only 40 
had any baggage, except hand parcels, and 
only 4 were provided with railroad tickets. 

The examination of the passengers will 
be resumed to-day. 





FERRYBOAT AND LIGHTER CRASH. 


Came Together Off Robbin’s Reef in 
the Thick Fog. 


Ferryboat pilots, tugboatmen, and others 
who take note of such things described a 
fog which settled over this city and the 
waters about it yesterday morning as “‘ the 
worst ever experienced.’’ The description 
is a familiar one, but the fog wove its 
gauze pretty thick, for all that. 

One collision resulted. It was between 
the State Island ferryboat Middletown and 
the steam lighter Leader. It took place at 
10 A. M. The Middletown was making a 
special trip to St. George, and off Robbin’s 
Reef met the Leader, which was bound 
from Newark to an East River pier. The 
Middletown struck the Leader on the port 
side, smashed in her sides, and carried 
away half of the pilothouse before losing 
her impetus. Some of the broken timbers 
tumbl into the engine room, disabling 
the machinery, and the lighter drifted help- 
less for several minutes. 

The lighter was towed to St. George, 
where the vessel was beached. The cabin 
of the Middletown on the port side forward 
was partially wrecked. The forward rail- 
ing was demolished, and a lifeboat was 
knocked overboard and lost. The courts 
will probably be asked to fix the blame for 
the accident. 

The lighter is owned by the Balbach 
Smelting and Refining Company of Newark. 
The Middletown was laden with trucks and 
brewery wagons. One of the ferry hands 
was knocked overboard, but was picked up 
by a tug’s crew. 


HOSPITAL FOR FOREIGN PATIENTS. 





Mr. Krieg Thinks It Unnecessary— 
Work of the German Hospital. 


J. K. Krieg, in a communication to the 
editor of THE NEW-YORK TiMmBs, dated 
Tuesday, and referring to a proposed hos- 
pital for foreign patients, says: 

In to-day’s issue of your valued paper I notice 
that an effort is to be made to establish a hos- 
pital to treat foreign patients, and, in connection 
therewith, it is stated that only German-speak- 
ing patients are admitted to the German Hos- 
pital in Seventy-seventh Street. This Is a seri- 
ous mistake, as the German Hospita] is non-see- 
tarian in the fullest sense of the word. There 
are all nationalities, religions, or color admitted 
to this institution. It seems to me unnecessary 
to establish a hospital for foreign patients when 
so many institutions are now in existence where 
these people can be well cared for and treated.

IT IS NO EASY MATTER TO SELECT 
AN EXCISE COMMISSIONER. 


————e ~ 


The Platt Men Insist tLat the New 
Official Shall Be a Man Who Has 
Never Antagonized the Republic- 
an Machine—For This Reason Mr. 
Morton Hesitates to Appoint Ains- 
worth, Who Is Most to His Liking 
—Repeal Suggested. 


ALBANY, March 26.—The Governor has 
been devoting considerable time to-day to 
consideration of the proper man to appoint 
as the head of the Liquor Bureau. 

There are a half dozen names which have 
been prominently mentioned, but it is said 


to-night that the Governor has not been 
able to make up his mind that any one is 
that of just the man for the place. He is 
disposed to make such an appointment as 
will commend itself to those who are not 
thoroughly and wholly machine politicians, 
but the machine politicians are insisting 
that whoever is appointed must be one 
of their own people. 

The term of office is five years, and the 
office has such an amount of patronage 
that the machinery of politics for some 
years to come will inevitably be largely in- 
fluenced by this appointment. 

Gov. Morton to-day was considering the 
name of one man very favorably, and there 
was a rumor that he had about decided 
to appoint him, when the strong Platt 
men went to the Governor and insisted that 
the candidate was so far at odds with the 
olganization that it would never do to 
give him the place. 

The man under consideration was Dan- 
forth E. Ainsworth, formerly the Repub- 
lican leader on the floor of the Assem- 
bly, and now holding a place in the De- 
partment of Public Education. Mr. Ains- 
worth hails from Oswego County. He ex- 
hibited at times in the Assembly a dispo- 
sition to act independently of Mr. Platt's 
orders. He did,this on several occasions. 
He is not on the best terms, politically, with 
Speaker Fish. He is a prominent member 
of John E. Milholland’s State Club, and 
on several occasions he has placed him- 
self on record as being in favor of a 
change in the political methods by which 
the Republican Party is managed. 

It was said this afternoon that Gov. Mor- 
ton was more favorably inclined toward Mr. 
Ainsworth than toward either John F. Park- 
hurst of Steuben County, Cornelius Van 
Cott of New-York, William A. Sutherland 
of Rochester, or ex-District Attorney Clem- 
ent of Ontario. The last named is the 
special favorite of Mr. Raines, the author 
of the bill which creates the office of Ex- 
cise Commissioner, and, while it is said 
that Mr. Raines has been informed that his 
man cannot have the place, he is making an 
attempt to get it on general principles. 

When a half dozen of the machine Sena- 
tors heard that Mr. Ainsworth’s name was 
favorably considered, they let it be known 
to the Governor that, in their opinion, he 
was too far outside of the organization 
lines to be an available man. Mr. Ainsworth 
has some very warm supporters in the Sen- 
ate, and they may be able to persuade the 
Governor not to listen to these rabid Platt 
men, 

The latest news obtainable to-night is 
that the Governor still has the question un- 
der advisement. The appointment must be 
made with the consent of the Senate, and 
there are but ten days from the time the 
Governor signed the bill in which to make 
it. Consequently, the appointment is likely 
to come in early next week. 

The Governor has received further advice 
to-day on the proposition putting the con- 
fidential special agents into the competitive 
list of appointments under the civil service 
rules. He is said to be inclined to do this. 

Assemblyman Kempner to-day introduced 
a bill to repeal the Raines liquor tax law. 
Speaking of his bill, he said: ‘‘ My repeal 
bill is designed to indicate the unntlterable 
determination of the opponents of the 
Raines iniquity to fight that enactment un- 
til every vestige of it is swept off the stat- 
ute books. We shall keep up an incessant 
and aggressive campaign until our purpose 
is accomplished. It may be thought that 
the proposed repeal has no prospect this 
session. That is a mistake. About fifteen 
Republican Assemblymen who have been 
bamboozled into voting for the Raines bill 
on the promise of supplemental legislation 
will stand by the united Democratic repre- 
sentation in favor of repeal if that promise 
is broken, as it is intended to be broken. 
There may be a surprise in store for the 
State in the near future.” 





MANY WILL BE RUINED. 


John B, Pannes and Richard Katzen- 
mayer Vigorously Oppose the Bill. 


In speaking of the Raines bill yesterday, 
John B, Pannes, President of the German- 
American Citizens’ Union, said: 

“The Legislature in passing the Raines 
bill, and the Governor in signing it, evi- 
dently. want to make a graveyard of New- 
York. This is such an unpopular law that 
I cannot, believe it will stand long. I can- 
not undfrstand how such a law can be 
enforced, because it has not the sympathy 
of the people. The Legislature ignored the 
expressed wish of a large section of New- 
York's population and would not listen to 


argument or reason. I suppose the fiat 
had gone forth that the bill must pass, and 
it was rushed through without amend- 
ment, because if proposed amendments had 
been considered the weakness and iniquity 
of the measure would have been exposed 
and it»would not have passed. Of course, 
we shall obey the law, but it will work 
great hardship to the owners of the small 
saloons in the German quarters, where 
beer and light wines are sold. Many of 
these people will be ruined, and great dis- 
tress must result. I hope supplementary 
legislation will be enacted to relieve this 
class of sufferers from the hardships en- 
tailed by the new bill.” 

Richard Katzenmayer, President of the 
Arion Society, said the Republican Party 
would learn very soon what an injury to 
the party the passage of the Raines bill 
would inflict. 

“The people who are oppressed .by the 
bill,” said Mr. Katzenmayer, “ will naturally 
seek to punish their oppressors. In this 
country this can be done only at the ballot 
box, and the Republicans of this State who 
have forced this bill upon us against our 
protest will find that the State is lost to 
them by their action. There are very many 
Republicans among the Germans who will 
vote with the Democrats at the next elec- 
tion with a view to rebuking the Repub- 
lican leaders for allowing the passage of 
the Raines bill, which they regard as an 
iniquitous measure and an infringement of 
their personal liberty. The bill is wrong 
in principle and is oppressive in its mani- 
fold features, It will ruin many worthy 
people struggling for a living under ad- 
verse circumstances. With the utmost fru- 
gality and economy, the keepers of the 
small German saloons, where only beer 
and light wines are sold, have been able 
only to make a bare living, and hundreds 
of them are in debt to the brewers, who 
hold mortgages on their eee These 
people, who are good, law-abiding citizens, 
will be driven out of business and utterly 
ruined. It is impossible to estimate the 
distress which will follow the enforcement 
of this oppressive law.’’

ASPHALT FOR FIRST AVENUE. 


Pian Approved by Estimate Board— 
Land for the City College. 


The Board of Estimate decided yesterday 
not to asphalt Hildson Street from Cham- 
bers Street to Thirteenth Street, and also 
Eighth Avenue, as the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company has decided to change the 
motive power on the railroad there, and 
Such a change would necessitate ripping up 
the pavement. The matter was laid over 
indefinitely, though Gen, Collis urged that 
the asphalting should be done at once. 

Gen, Collis submitted plans to asphalt 
First Avenue from Twentieth Street to One 
Hundred and Ninth Street, which were ap- 
proved, and for asphalting East Forty-ninth 
Street and East Fifteenth Street. 

The Park Department asked for $100,000 
under the act to repair parks north of the 
Harlem, $200,000 of the $700,000 annually 
appropriated to fix up Riverside Park, and 
$7,000 for the laying out of grass plots and 


resodding Corliears Hook Park. The seven- 
thousand-dollar item was allowed and the 
other appropriations were referred to the 
Controller. 

Commisioner Wright of the Correction De- 
partment asked for a transfer of $1,200 from 
the Steamboat Fund to furnish his new de- 


‘partment headquarters at 148 East Twen- 


tieth Street. The request was laid over. 
Mr. Fitch said he thought the Twentieth 
Street house too large for such a small de- 
partment, and he urged that the tendency 
of small departments to move into expensive 
quarters should be checked, 

Superintendent Constable’s request to és- 
tablish a branch of the Building Depart- 
ment in East One Hundred and Forty-sixth 
Street was withdrawn, as the law would 
not permit such a thing. 

Two parcels of land were purchased at 
One Hundred and Fortieth Street and Con- 
vent Avenue for $60,000 for the new College 
of the City of New-York.

‘SHE LED-A DOUBLE. 


ANNIE McGRATH, ENGAGED TO ONE 
MAN, TOOK ANOTHER’S MONEY. 





Howard Fitzsimmons, a Westchester, 
Penn., Jeweler, Gave Her the Ring 


Found in Samuel P. Langdon’s 


Pocket—Her Life in Atlantic City 
—Her Fiance Tells Why He Ceased 
to Call on Her at the Philadel- 
phia House, 


PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—The police have 
found that Annie McGrath, while living on 
the bounty of Samuel P. Langdon, the coal 
operator, who is suspected of having killed 
her, was engaged to be married to Howard 


Fitzsimmons, a jeweler of Westchester, 


Penn. 

“The girl had known Langdon for some 
time,” said Coroner Ashbridge this after- 
noon, *‘and last Summer she made some 
sort of an excuse to her parents and went 
to Atlantic City. There she met Langdon 
and went to a cottage in one of the fash- 
ionable and exclusive portions of the isl- 
and. She and Langdon were known as 
uncle and niece, 

“They made quite a few friends in the se- 
lect circle in which they moved, but after 
a while it began to be hinted about the 
place that the couple were not what they 
represented themselves to be. There was a 
certain sort of coldness evinced toward 
them, and finally they left the house, os- 
tensibly on their way to Philadelphia. It 
was while the girl was on the Board Walk 
at Atlantic City that her propensity for 
flirting resulted in her capture of Fitzsim- 
mons, the Westchester jeweler. Within a 
week after she met him, Fitzsimmons had 
proposed marriage, was accepted, and gave 
her a diamond ring as evidence of the be- 
trothal. 

‘For some reason there was an estrange- 
ment between the two, and the engagement 
was broken off. Shortly afterward, how- 
ever, a reconciliation occurred, and, at the 
girl’s suggestion, Fitzsimmons took the en- 
gagement ring and had the diamond placed 
in another setting. At that time the date 
for their marriage was fixed for June 23 of 
this year.” 

Coroner Ashbridge does not know what 
caused the trouble between the girl and 
Fitzsimmons, but it is said that the latter 
became aware that Langdon was not her 
uncle. He upbraided her for her duplicity 
and left her in anger. Afterward the girl 
wrote to him and effected a reconciliation. 
The ring was changed to suit her taste, and 
thereafter Fitzsimmons and Langdon were 


both deceived. 

Langdon, it is believed, finally learned 
how the girl was acting, and to this 
knowledge is ascribed the cause of quar- 
rels in the Drexel Building, where Lang- 
don has his office. The ring which Fitz- 
simmons gave the girl was found In Lang- 
don’s pocket when he was arrested. Wheth- 
er the girl gave it to him before she died 
has not been learned. 

It has been asserted that when the phy- 
sicians made the autopsy they found two 
blood clots near the heart. When Coro- 
ner Ashbridge was .asked about this, he 
said: 

‘“‘There is nothing whatever to indicate 
that the girl died from heart disease. That 
organ was perfectly normal. I cannot 
say anything as to the cause of death, 
however, for I know nothing: We_ will 
not know the cause of the girl’s death 
until Dr. Leffman makes known all that 
he has learned by his chemical analysis 
of the different portions of the body sub- 
mitted to him.’ 

Langdon’s blistered tongue and mouth, 
which, it is believed, are the results of 
poisoning, were submitted to a further ex- 
amination to-day. Dr.)Thomas G. Morton, 
who has attended Langdon on several occa- 
sions, called upon Captain of Detectives 
Miller, accompanied by Assistant District 
Attorney Barlow. They requested the privi- 
lege of seeing the prisoner in order that 
Dr. Morton could make the examination. 
The light in the cell was imperfect, and 
Capt. Miller had Langdon taken to the room 
of Police Surgeon Andrews. Then Dr. Mor- 
ton made the examination, and the prisoner, 
after a chat with the physician, was taken 
back to his cell. The result was not made 
known. 

Attorney Arthur Moore, who represents 
Langdon, and Coroner Ashbridge had a 
long conference this afternoon in reference 
to the case. No steps have yet been taken 
by Langdon’s counsel toward securing his 
release on bail. Langdon is now held_on 
suspicion, but should the Coroner delay 
the inquest an unreasonable length of time, 
application will be made for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. : 

A reporter visited Langdon’s_ office in 
the Drexel Building to-day, and was in- 
formed by J. C. Long, brother-in-law of 
the prisoner, that Langdon complained of 
not being well when he arrived at the 
office Tuesday morning. 

“Tt was about 8:45 o’clock when I ar- 
rived here,” said Mr. Long. ‘‘ As was my 
custom, I entered Mr. Langdon’s office to 
say ‘Good morning’ to him. I found him 
seated at his desk, loeking over his mail. 
I said, ‘Good morning, Mr. Langdon,’ and 
he looked up and said, ‘Look at my 


uth.’ 
me and noticed that his mouth 


“T looked, 
appeared sore and blistered. I said to him: 


‘You-must have caught cold,’ and he made 
no response. I left his office, and about ten 
minutes later Detective Geyer came in 
and arrested him.” 

West CHESTER, Penn., March 26.—How- 
ard Fitzsimmons, who was engaged to 
marry Annie McGrath, is a prominent 
young business man of this place, conduct- 
ing a large jewelry store and moving in the 
best society. He says the @amond ring 
found bearing his initials was given to Miss 
MeGrath several months ago by him. 

He says he was a frequent visitor at the 
house of the young woman, on Girard Ave- 
nue, Philadelphia, but his visits there 
ceased several months agq on account of 
the actions of Miss McGrath. She would 
make engagements with him and then 
break them for no apparent cause when he 
went to the house, going away and leaving 
a note for him. This continued for some 
time, and then he grew weary of it and 
ceased his visits altogether. 

“On one occasion,” he said to-day, ‘‘ she 
made an engagement with me for Sunday 
evening, and when I went to the house she 
had gone te Jersey City, ostensibly to visit 
her sister. At that time I began to sus- 
pect that she was duping me. She after- 
ward wrote to me from Jersey City telling 
of the pleasures of the visit, and wishing I 
was there. I have that letter yet. Soon 
afterward I ceased my visits to the house.”

Plans for Those to be Used on the 
Kentucky and Kearsarge. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The naval ord. 
nance officers are corresponding with the 
Carnegie Steel Company and the Bethle- 
hem Iron Company about a large quantity 
of armor plate intended for th> battleships 
Kentucky and Kearsarge. The requirements 
will be much the same as those which have 
recently prevailed, the conditions of the 
acceptance tests being but slightly more 
severe than those under the last contract. 

The specifications will be ready and bids 
will be formally invited within a week, the 
delay being caused by inquiries sent to 
Pittsburg and Bethlehem a few days ago 
to ascertain the largest-sized plates procur- 
able with the present facilities. Ordinarily 
the specifications for the Kentucky and 
Kearsarge armor would follow closély the 
lines of the last specifications, and there 
would be no change in the shape or dimen- 
sions of the various plates. Since the last 
contract was made, however, the contract- 
ors have enlarged their plants, and both 
concerns can furnish plates of larger dimen- 
sions than were manufactured under any 
previous specifications. It is desirable to 
have as few separate plates as possible. 
The maximum protective quality of armor 
would be attained if it were possible to in- 
case a ship’s hull in a solid sheet of heavy 
nickel steel, of which our best armer is 
made. 

The new specifications will not be com- 
pleted as regards the detailed size of the 
plates until the exact capacity of the Car- 
negie and Bethlehem foundries is known. 
The task of drawing plans for tthe plates 
is considerable. Thesé plans are gotten up 
in the Navy Department, and represent thé 
co-operation of the ordnance officers and 
the naval constructors. <A sufficient time 
will be given the two firms to prepare their 
bids for the armor contracts, which are éx- 
pected to be divided about equally between 
the two companies, as it has been hitheto. 
It will be, however, a matter of competi- 
tion, as in the past. 


A NEW SHIP CANAL PROPOSED. 





To Run from Oswego to the Mohawk 
Valley and Thence to New-York. 


OswEco, March 26.—William Pierson Jud- 
son has returned from making surveys for 
what is called the Oswego-Hudson ship 
canal route. He has been employed by 
President Angéll of the International Deep 
Waterways Commission to make surveys 
and examinations to see whether a ship 
eanal from Oswego, on Lake Ontario, to 
the Mohawk Valley and then to New-York 
by way of the Hudson River is feasible and 
practicable, and if so, to furnish an esti- 
mate of the cost thereof, and say whether 
or not a sufficient water supply is possible. 

Of course, he is not permitted to give out 
any information. It is well known that he 
is better posted as to this route than any 
other man, having made the survey several 
times and prepared several monographs on 
that subject. These monographs have had 
a very large circulation, and have had par- 
ticular effect in Congress, where bills, espe- 


pecially those by Representative Chickering, 
have been pending asking the Federal Goy- 
ernment to make an examination of a 
route for a ship canal from Lake Ontario 
past this point and Oneida Lake to the 
Hudson. 

No very elaborate examination or plans 
will bo possible, because the entire sum of 
money devoted to the International Com- 
mission for its clerk hire, expenses, and 
all is only $10,000. The time in which this 
sum may be expended is unlimited, The re- 
port of the commission, it is understood 
here, will be more in the nature of a pre- 
liminary view of the situation, with a re 

uest for further means in order to. get at 
the exact facts for all the routes. 

It is reported that another examination 
by other parties will be made of what is 
known as the Champlain route, but as to 
when it will be e or by whom is nog. 
stated.

It was a most humiliating confession for 
Mr. Sherman and Mr. Morgan to make, for 
they had stcod up for weeks in the Sen- 
ate and deciared to the “ anti-jingoes”’ 
that the country was tired of the delay 
and desired the majority in that .body to 
assert itself. The withdrawal] of;the con- 
ference report favoring the House resolu- 
tions alone prevented an adverse vote, and 
the *“* jingo ” leaders were given to under- 
Stand in the plainest possible way that if 
the Senaie were to have another oppor- 
tunity it would kill the resolutions. 

There does not appear to be any doubt 
that the House will accept the situation 
and indorse the resolutions which only a 
short time ago it repudiated as too weak. 
If it refuses, then both houses will be 
placed in a more ridiculous position before 
the country and the world than they now 
oucupy. 

The only feeling of satisfaction.in connec- 
tion with the matter is due to the attitude 
of the President.

Passed by the House Just as It Was 


Reported by the Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The House spent 
most of to-day’s session in discussing, in 
Committee ot the Whole, the motion offered 
by Mr. Hanley, (Rep., Ind.,) member of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, to amend the 
Naval Appropriation bill for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1897, by providing for the con- 
BStruction of six battleships, instead of four, 
as recommended by the committee. The 
motion was s.upported by Messrs. Hanley, 
Johnson, (Rep., Cal.,) and Cummings, (Dem., 

- ¥.,) and opposed by Messrs. Hulick, 
(Rep., Ohio,) Robinson, (Rep., Penn.,) and 
Boutelle, (Rep., Me.) The motion was lost— 
82 to 134. Without further amendment, the 
bill was reported to the House and passed, 
exactly as recommenced by the committee, 
the first appropriation bill of the session 
to pass unscathed through the House. 

Among the morning miscellaneous busi- 
mess transacted was the passage of two or 
three private bills, the presentation of a 
concurrent resolution by Mr. Heatwole, 
(Rep.. Minn...) authorizing the appointment 
by the President of a banking and cur- 
rency commission, to consist of nine citi- 
zens, to act with the Controller of the 
Currency, and to report their recommenda- 
tions and concJusions to Congress, which 
was referred to the Committee on Bank- 
fing and Currency, and the presentation of 
the report of the Congressional commission 
on the opening of the Chickamauga Na- 
tional Park, by Mr. Grosvenor, (Rep., Ohio.) 

Mr. Cannon (Rep., Ill.,) reported the Sun- 
Gry Civil Appropriation bill for the year 
ending June 30, 1897, and gave notice that 
he would ask the House to consider it to- 
morrow. At 5:10 the House adjourned. 





THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Appropriations for Matters of Inter- 
est to New-York, 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill was completed by the 
Appropriations Committee to-day, and Mr. 
Cannon authorized to report it to the 
House. The bill, as agreed to, carries an 
appropriation of $29,408,874, being $11,064,779 
less than the estimates on which it is 
based, and $17,241,285 less than the appro- 
priation for the current fiscal year. Among 
the several appropriations for public build- 
ings are the following: Continuing work on 
Post Office at Buffalo, N. Y., $80,000; con- 
tinuing work on appraisers’ warehouse at 
New-York City, $500,000. 

Among the appropriations under the En- 
gineer Department are these: For contin- 


uing improvement of Hudson River, $480,-° 


000; for improving channel connecting the 
waters of the great lakes between Chicago, 
Duluth, and Buffalo, $500,000; for harbor 
of refuge at Point Judith, R. I., $240,000; 
for prevention of obstructive and injurious 
deposits within the harbor and adjacent 
waters of New-York City, $59,000. 


Congressional Doings, 


—A bill was reported favorably to the Sen- 
ate yesterday from the Committee on Education 
and Labor, to establish a commission on labor, 
agriculture, and capital, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating questions relating to those subjects, 
and recommending such legislation to Congress 
@s may be necessary. The board would consist 
of fifteen members. ‘Those representing labor 
would be selected by the President on the recom- 
mendation of labor organizajions; those repre- 
Benting agriculture, three from the Farmers’ 
Alliance and two from the National Grange; 
those representing capital, from various manu- 
facturing industries. 


+A joint resolution was passed by the 
Benate yesterday, providing for the appointment 
of a commission, under the direction of the 
Secretary of War, for the preliminary survey, 
with plans, specifications, and approximate 
estimates of the cost thereof, for the construction 
of a ship canal of approved width and depth from 
the lower shore of Lake Michigan to the Wabash 
River, and for the furcher investigation of the 
practicability of the construction of such water- 
way. 

—Secretary Lamont sent to the House 
yesterday the report of Major Adams, Corps of 
Engineers, on the improvement of Newtown 
Creek, New-York. The project contemplates a 
channel 1S feet deep and 125 feet wide, at low 
water, from the mouth of the creek to the head 
of navigation. and the cost of the work is esti- 
mated at $450,000. 


—The Senate yesterday gave a good deal 
of its time to the consideration of a motion made 
by Mr. Sherman (Rep., Ohio,) to strike out of 
the Legislative bill all the sections in relation 
to the compensation of United States District 
Attorneys, clerks, and Marshals. The subject 
was not disposed of when the Senate adjourned. 

—In reporting favorably the bill granting 
Statehood to Arizona, the Senate Committee on 
Territory says Arizona has more wealth and 
population than two-thirds of the States 


had at the time of their admission, having tax-' 


able property valued at.$27,518,3832, and about 
$0,000 inhabitants. 

—The Senate yesterday passed the joint 
resolution authorizing Benjamin Harrison to ac- 
cept certain medals presented to him by the 
Governments of Brazil and Spain during his 
term of service as President of the United States.

PORT HUDSON STORMING PARTY. 


Gen, Felix Agnus Argues for the 


Brave Men Who Voluntcercd. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

In your issue of March 23 a Washington 
respondent, in a very unjust letter on the Port 
Hudson medals, uses my name in a mauner and 
for a purysse which I distinctly repudiate. He 
says: 

Gen. Felix ; 
Captain in the One Hundred 
New-York, a volunteer, will candidiy inform 
any one who “*K> Lim that the storming party 
of which he was 2 member did not make any 
assault. 

The impression this conveys is that I am will- 
ing to insinuate, if not openly to assert, that 
these medals are not deserved. If an explicit 
pledge of a General in command of a detached 
army ever imposed an obligation upon a gov- 
ernment there can never be any question that 
these medals are due the men who volunteered 
that desperate service. The fact of the 
matter is that there would not have been any 
delay after the application to Congress if it had 
not been for the superior criticisms of men, like 
your correspondent, who could not adequately 
appreciate the circumstances because they had 
never known personally what such work meant. 

I feel a peculiarly strong interest in this mat- 
ter, because while only a Captain in rank at 
that time, 1 was in command of the brave One 
Ilundred and Sixty-fifth New-York, the ranking 
officers both being wounded, and it was through 
my feeble persuasions that forty-two men of 
that regiment offered their services for an as- 
sault which every looked upon as certain 
death, and it to me to be a stinging 
illustration of the tendency to belittle the work 
of the old soldiers when a paper like THE 
Times. which during the war was the soldiers’ 
great friend, gives columns of its space to ridi- 
cule the bravery of men who marched from its 
own city to the Nation's defense. This New- 
York regiment, after death and suffering in the 
previous assaults, furnished more men for the 
last storming party than any regiment in the 
army. It is for these men that I ask the Gov- 
ernment to fulfill its pledges. 

he service in Louisiana and Texas was in 
many respects the hardest of the war. We were 
the enemy’s country, cut off from our base 
and we had to fight the climate as 

Confederates, and being far away 
from the newspapers, we got very little credit 
for the work we did. The men engaged in this 
duty were among the finest troops sent to the 
war from New-York, New-England, Wisconsin, 
and other States, and when Gen. Banks inaugu- 
rated the investment of Port Hudson, his order 
was carried out not only with alacrity, but with 
the finest enthusiasm I have ever seen on the 
battletield. The first assault on May 25 was a 
magnificent movement, but the sight of dead 
and wounded in the burning abattis was one of 
such horror that it remains with the most hard- 
ened soldier as the most terrible thing in his 
memory. Out of 13,000 men over 1,800 fell—293 
killed and 1,545 wounded, There was another 
assault not mentioned by your correspondent. It 
Was not as serious, but it was destructive. Then 
came the third assault on June 14, with 20. 
killed and 1,401 wounded, and with the hor- 
rors intensified. 

Gen. Banks saw and felt the hopelessness of 
further efforts of this kind, for it meant the 
crippling of his whole army. He then decided 
to call for a storming party, thinking it better 
to sacrifice 1,000 than 10,000, and the fact that 
he fully appreciated the certain perils of the 
work is shown in the words of the following gen- 
eral order, one of the most remarkable of the 
entire war, or, for that matter, of any civilized 
war; 
HEADQUARTERS 

GULF, NINETEENTH ARMY 
Before Port Hudson, La., June 15, 
General. Order No. 49. 

The commanding General congratulates the 
troops before Port Hudson upon the steady ad- 
vance made upon the enemy’s works, and is 
confident of an immediate and triumphant issue 
of the contest. We are at all points upon the 
threshold of his fortifications. One more advance 
and they are ours. 

For the last duty that victory imposes the 
commanding General summons the bold men of 
the corps t6 the organization of a storming col- 
umn of 1,000 men, to vindicate the flag of the 
Union and the memory of its defenders who 
have fallen. Let them come forward. 

Officers who lead the column of victory in this 
last assault may be assured of a just recognition 
of their services by promotion, and every officer 
and soldier who shares its perils and its glories 
ahall receive a medal fit to commemorate the 
first grand success of the campaign of 1863 
for the freedom of the Mississippi. His name 
will be placed in General Orders on the Roll of 
Honor. 

Division commanders will at once report the 
names of the officers and men who may volunteer 
for this service, in order that the organization 
of the column may be completed without delay. 


By command of 
Major General BANKS. 


It was a last resort, and after the previous ex- 
perlences and the seeming impregnability of the 
fort, a response to it was regarded as a call 
to death. The men who volunteered for this 
storming party made preparations for death, such 
as writing farewells home and intrusting their 
trinkets to others. They camped apart, and all 
the time kept up probably the most constant 
drilling and practicing the army ever knew until 
they could scale almost any wall or parapet. 
Every one of the men had been in the previous 
assaults, many of them being heroes of those 
advances, Unexpectedly the fort surrendered. 
All the honor they had for their suspense was 
the advance in the formal entry of the army. 

Your correspondent is very confident in say- 
ing that the surrender of the fort was due en- 
tirely to the fall of Vicksburg. I think I can 
shed some light on that matter, After we took 
possession of Port Hudson I was placed in 
charge of the Confederate officers because I could 
speak French, of them using that lan- 
guage because of their Louisiana birth. I have 
now the vote of thanks they presented to me when 
we parted company. During our intercourse 
Gen. Gardner, the commanding officer of the fort, 
told me not once only, but several times during 
the several days he was under my charge, that 
he was fully aware of the preparations being 
made by Gen. Banks and he knew of the storm- 
ing party, and that after the fall of Vicksburg 
he realized that a column of 1,000 experienced 
and determined men as a wedge to a full divi- 
sion that was to follow would undoubtedly succeed 
in entering the works. He unequivocally stated 
that the fact of this storming party being in ex- 
istence was one of the strongest reasons for the 
surrender of the fort. While he was still able 
to resist, yet for the sake of humanity and de- 
siring to prevent the further shedding, of blood 
and sacrifice of life he decided to hold out no 
longer. 

Your correspondent adds injury to insult by 
seeking to make it appear that the living mem- 
bers of the storming part want honor for “ hero- 
ism that was not fully developed,’’ that they 
want medals that will say the assault was 
made. They have never asked any such thing. 
They simply want the Government to keep its 
word, and they will leave the inscription on the 
medals to the Secretary of War. One old cannon 
will more than supply the metal for all medals 
needed. The cost is insignificant. I think it 
disgraceful that the simple act of justice has 
been so long delayed. Gen. Banks always said 
that recognition was due, and I know that every 
man with whom I served takes the same view 
of the case. 

The abuse of Senator Lodge because he has 
taken enough interest in this bill to get it 
through the Senate is grossly unjust. He would 
have been false to his State if he had acted 


otherwise, for brave New-England men were 
members of the party. When I think of the 
gallant Birge, who gave his life to the flag, or 
Capt. Huxford, who was as fine a soldier as the 
army ever had, and who was badly wounded, and 
see your paper trying to slight their work by 
such mention as your correspondent makes, I cah- 
not help feeling a deep resentment, for they 
were two of the nine hundred who offered their 
lives in the full expectation that the sacrifice 
would be required. These medals are due the 
men, and there should be no postponement of the 
debt. The act of volunteering was all that was 
asked, and the men volunteered. Now where is 
the promise? And where is the decency of these 
criticisms by persons who took no part in the 
war until it was over? FELIX AGNUS.

TRANS-HARLEM DISTRICT. 


Banquet of the Tagpayer® Alliance of 
the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards—Commissioner Haf- 
fen Tells of Improvements and the 


Growth of Population—Speeches 


by Job E. Hedges, B. L. Fairchild, 
Judge Hall, and Others. 


The completion of the final maps of the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards 
was celebrated last night by the members 
of the Taxpayers’ Alliance who met with 
friends at a banquet in Protection Hall, at 


One Hundred and Fifty-second Street and 
Courtlandt Avenue. 

The festival was one of the Banyan days 

f the great north side, where the alliance 
is in wholesome and earnest rivalry to civic 
ends with the North Side Board of Trade, 
and the respective associations are desig- 
nated as the Goulden and De La Vergne 
associations, each being potential in mak- 
ing the district ‘‘ beyond the Harlem” a 
very beehive of industry in the interest of 
the resident citizens. 

It was the Goulden faction that had a 
jubilation last night, and its adherents 
numbered nearly 300 and _ represented 
these associations, which make up the 
federation of the alliance: Bedford Park 
Club, Fairmount Association, Fordham 
Club, Fox Estate Association, High Bridge 
Association, King's Bridge Association, 
Marble Hill Association, Model Building 
and Loan Association, Morris Heights As- 
sociation, Mount Hope Association, One 
Hundred and Sixty-seventh Street and 
Vicinity Association, North Tremont As- 
sociation, Springhurst Association, Twenty- 
third Ward Association, Unionport Associa- 
tion, Wakefield Association, West Farms 
Association, Westchester Association, West 
Morrisania Association, and Woodlawn As- 
sociation. 

The story of the movement to determine 
municipal and fiscal limits and the cartog- 
raphy of the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards is told in this concise sum- 
mary which began with the régime of Com- 


missioner Louis J. Heintz and ended only a 
few days ago: 

Resolutions introduced in the Twenty-third 
Ward Taxpayers’ Association, Fall, 1887, calling 
for a separate department. 

Joint Committee of Taxpayers formed to se- 
cure the necessary legislation, Spring, 1889. 

Senate Investigating Committee inspected the 
roads of the north side, September, 1589. 

Argument before the Special Investigating 
Committee of the Senate in relation to the pub- 
lic improvements of the Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-fourth Wards, at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
Dec. 20, 1889. 

The bill creating the Department of Street 
Improvements became a law as Chapter 545 of 
the Laws of 180, the important section thereot 
referring to the final map. 

Amendment to Chapter 545, 
time for the completion of the final 
Chapter 443 of the Laws of 1893. 

The laying out of the Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-fourth Wards was divided into 28 sections and 
60 profile sheets, making a total of 88 title pages. 
Section 1 was filed in the Register’s office 
March 23, 1894; Section 28 was filed in the Regis- 
ter’s office Dec. 17, 1895. 

There were 8 sets of the SS sheets made, mak. 
ing a total of 704 maps, each S2 inches by 53 
inches. If they should be placed one alongside 
of another, they would be 3,148.7 feet long, 
or would cover 8,407 square feet, or nearly 3% 
city lots. 

The final maps show the profiles of each block 
dimensions and angles of streets, proposed grades 
and block numbers. 

Profile sheets show the profiles of each block 
in accordance with the newly established grades. 

The following were the appropriations for final 
maps and profiles:

Judge Hall 
treated of ‘‘ The Great North Side—Its Fut- 
ure,” and was agreeably and warrantably 
optimistic. 

In responding to the toast, ‘“ The Final 
Maps,” uis F. Haffen, Commissioner of 
Street Improvements for the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth Wards, said: 


We have taken a stride forward and achieved 
a great advantage in the adoption and filing of 
the final maps. This event is of paramount im- 
portance to the property owners of these two 
wards, it being the successful consummation of 
years of agitation and labor. It lays at rest the 
uncertainties and incongruities which heretofore 
prevailed in our street system. 

The official figures place the area of the two 
wards at 41 square miles. It extends from the 
Harlem, on the south and southwest, to Yonkers, 
Mount Vernon, and Glen Island on the north; 
from the Harlem and Hudson on the west, to 
the East River and Sound on the east. The area 
of the city below the Harlem is 12,570 acres. The 
area of the old Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards was 12,320 acres, and of the new terrt- 
tory east of the Bronx, about 14,300 acres, mak- 
ing a .otal of 26,620 acres now within the limits 
of the two northerly wards, being slightly more 
than two-thirds of the City and County of New- 
York tn area. The population of the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards on Jan. 1, 1878, 
was 35,000. The population of the two wards in 
1820 was about 80,000, and on Jan. 1, 1896, 130,- 
000, with an additional 20,000 for the new dis- 
trict, making a total of 150,000. The assessed 
valuation in 1890 was $44,448,914, to-day, it is 
$69,709,335 for the old, and $16,696,125 for the 
new, a total of $86,405,460, about double the 
assessed valuation since the inauguration of this 
department. There are 380 miles of streets shown 
upon the final maps; of these 130 miles are 
legally opened, leaving 250 miles of streets to 
which title is to be acquired in that portion of 
the district west of the Bronx. 

This section has now 320 miles of streets in 
use, 32 miles of which are paved, 80 miles mac- 
adamized, and 208 miles are dirt streets; eleven 
miles of streets were paved previous to 1891; 
three miles of which have been re-paved within 
the last two years; and 21 miles of new pave- 
ment have been laid within the last five years; 
64 miles of streets have been regulated to the 
filed lines and grades; 40 miles of which have 
been done since the creation of this department. 
Seventy-five miles of sewers are now in use, 
only thirty-three miles of which were built pre- 
vious to 1891. ‘ 

I predict that in a very few years our territory 
wil] not only be the garden spot of the metropo- 
lis, but will be a vigorous rival, so to speak, in 
commercial supremacy, with that part of the 
city within the confines of Manhattan Island.

He Mukes a Statement of Moneys Re- 
ceived .rom India. \ 


To the Editor of The New-York: Times: 

I noticed in the issue of THe Timwps for Fri- 
day, the 20th inst., a communication from 
Hajee Abdullah Arab Sahib of Bombay, India, 
in which he corrects the statement made to your 
reporter oy the Nawab Sahib of Basoda, India, 
that I was given between £40,000 and £50,000 
with which to pay the expenses cf an Isiamic 
propaganda in the United States. ‘This state- 
ment was made by the Nawab Sahib through a 
Scotch interpreter, and it is possible that the 
former used the word rupees instead of pounds, 
and that the interpreter being accustomed to the 
use of pounds, shillings, and pence in his own 
country, thoughtlessly used currency term 
with which he was most famillar. Lut as the 
English pound is valued at $4.87 and the Indian 
rupee at only about 26 cents, his thoughtlessness 
made quite a material difference in the sum to- 
and placed me in rather an embarrassing 
position, not only before the American people, 
but before the Oriental Moslems, who were inter- 
ested in my efforts. 

Thus I was made to appear as having received 
between $194,800 and $243,500, of less 
than $12,000, the amount I actually received 
from India. If he had said that I had received 
between 40,000 and 50,000 rupees, he Would have 
come nearer the mark, as will be seen from 
Hajee Abdullah’s communication. ‘This weuld 
have put the amount in United States currency 
at $11,400, or $13,000. Hajee Aliuliah Sahib 
declares that I received, ali told, but 38,738 ru- 
pees, or $10,071.88, and, as nearly all the money 
sent to me from India passed through his kands, 
he is certainly qualified to speak by the card. 
There were, however, sums sent to me, of which 
he probably had no knowledge, and which in- 
creased the sum total as I shall show. 

I beg to state here that, inasmuch as I was 
promised $40,200, exclusive of my traveling ex- 
penses and the expense of furnishing a house in 
New-York, I received about one-quarter of the 
money actually pledged. 

As all the money given by Indian Moslems, 
(except a London draft for £429 5s. 1i1d., which 
was handed to me in Bombay, by Hajee Abdullah 
Arab Sahib,) was sent to me either by telegraph 
or drafts on New-York, the amounts always be- 
ing stated in United States currency, I cannot 
give them in rupees, as I have no means of 
knowing now what the rupee was worth when 
the drafts were paid for in India. I hope, how- 
ever, in justice to myself and for the information 
of those who have acquired an erroneous im- 
pression from the declarations concerning me ac- 
credit to the Nawab Sahib of Basoda, that you 
will permit me to give you in detail all the items 
of receipts of Indian contributions. The follow- 
ing statement does not show the amounts received 
for subscriptions to our journal, The Moslem 
Vorld, but only the amounts contributed by Indian 
Moslems, through Hajee Abdullah Arab Sahib 
and three other Moslems, or from his own private 
purse, He says that he personally contributed 
15,247 rupees, equal to about $3,964.22. As he 
is a very devout and truthful man, I believe his 
words are true, although on my books he Is cred- 
ited with all he sent me:

The Nawab Sahib of Basoda is reported in 
THe TIMES of Dec. 1 last as having said that 
the money given me was contributed by his 
Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad, (Deccan,) 
and others. I am not aware that his Highness 
the Nizam contributed anything to the Ameri- 
can Islamic Mission; on the contrary, I was in- 
formed that the sums sent by Moulvi Cheragh 
Ali Sahib were from his Excellency the Nawab 
Ikbaludowla, Vikar-ul-Umra Bahadur, who is 
at present the Prime Minister of his Highness 
the Nizam’s Government. But as these contribu- 
tions amounted to only $586, all told, they did 
not justify the prominence given to the name of 
his Highness the Nizam, even if he was a con- 
tributor. I refer to this fact, not in criticism of 
the Nizam, who is probably the most generous 
and open-handed of Indian rulers in contributing 
to religious projects, but to shew how far the 
Nawab Sahib of Basoda strayed from the straight 
line of accuracy—presuming, of course, that his 
Scotch interpreter translated his employer's 
words accurately. 

S0 much has been said by press and public 
in this country which was the outgrowth of the 
reckless falsifying of my personal enemies, as 
well as of those who, actuated by religious in- 
tolerance, were determined to weaken or destroy 
my efforts, that I have been prompted to make 
the foregoing statement more explicit than that 
of my good brother, Hajee Abdullah Arah Sahib.

A Louisinna Fisherman’s Big Catch. 


From Tle New-Orleans Picayune. 

Sportsmen, fishermen, and hunters are 
very much interested in the largest green 
trout which has ever been caught in South- 
ern waters. This trout weighs 6% pounds, 
is 22 inches long, 9 inches wide, and is cer- 
tainly one of the prettiest fishes of the kind 
ever seen here. This large green trout was 
caught with hook and line last week at 
Lake Catherine by Fred Schabel, a gentle- 
man living there, and was shipped into the 
city to his brother-in-law, George Baptist, 
who had Carl Schmidt, the taxidermist and 
naturalist, preserve it for him. The fish 
has been visited by nearly every fisherman 
in the city who delights in that kind of 
thing, and Mr. Baptist has arranged a 
pretty case for it. 

Charles Ballejo has heretofore enjoyed 
the honor of having captured the largest 
green trout ever caught in the State. I. L. 
Lyons is along up among the first with 
large trouts, while quite a number of other 
fishermen have caught them ranging from 
three to four pounds. All these gentlemen 
have examined the big catch at Mr. Bap- 
tist’s. 

It is supposed that this giant trout was 
a kind of patriarch in the family. Some of 
the old fishermen admiring it said that 
there was very little doubt that the fish 
was seventy-five years old, as they have 
never before seen one so large in South- 
ern waters. Mr. Ballejo told of one which 
was caught some years ago in Flor- 
ida waters a little larger than this, but 
such specimens of the green trout are very 
rare.

MARTHA WHITTAKER HERSELF 
SHOWS SYMPTOMS OF POISONING, 


In Her Father’s Body and That of Her 
Mother Doctors Find Wh.at They

Snyder died at 9:30 o'clock Tuesday evening, 
and his wife at 2 o’clock this morning, both 
passing away in the greatest agony. Their 
married daughter, Martha, wife of Benja- 
min Whittaker, whose erratic conduct, it 
is said, led to her separation from her hus- 
band some years ago, and who has since 
made her home with her parents, is under 
police suspicion. 

Jacob Snyder was taken violently ill ear 
ly Tuesday morning, and his wife was sim- 
ilarly affected shortly after her dinner the 
same day. The first physician called was 
Dr. Cuddeback, who prescribed remedies 
for temporary relief which the daughter, 
Martha, administered. After taking these 
remedies the patients grew worse rapidly, 
and, as they expressed a desire for a 
change of physician, Dr. Banks was sum- 
moned. 

He also prescribed, leaving the medicine to 
be administered by Martha. These reme- 
dies the patients were unable to retain. 
After witnessing the result of the dose, 
Martha threw the remainder of the medi- 
cine out of the window. The patients still 
continued to grow worse, and Dr. Swart- 
wout was hastily summoned. 

He was puzzled, and called Drs. Banks 
and Cuddeback in consu!tation. They de- 
cided that the symptoms were those of 
poisoning. Suspicion fell on the daughter 
Martha, and it was decided to exclude her 
from the sickroom, and procure a nurse. 
This was done, and Martha has since been 
kept under surveillance, at first by rela- 
ae — ge noon yesterday, on advice

It is said that during her attendance on 
her parents it was observed that every 
time she had occasion to administer medi- 
cine she went down stairs, although the 
bottles containing the medicines were in 
the room occupied by the patients. 

The strongest link in the chain of pre- 
sumption is that the hired nurse, Mrs. 
Duryea, in conversation with Mrs. Synder, 
asked if there was poison about the house, 
to which the patient replied that there 
was a box of rat poison in the closet. 
The nurse procured the box and brought 
it to the bedside. On opening the box, the 
patient exclaimed: ‘‘ Why, there is more 
than two teaspoonfuls gone.”’ 

The motive attributed to Martha was the 
desire to secure the insurance money on 
her parents’ lives. Jacob Snyder held a 
policy for $1,000 in the Knights of Pythias 
and $1,000 in another organization, while 
Mrs. Snyder’s life was also insured for 
$1,000. It is said that the girl was making 
preparations to marry a young man in 
Seattle, Washington. 

Autopsies were performed on the bodies 
of both victims immediately after death. 
The autopsies revealed the presence of 
large quantities of some poison, believed 
by the doctors to be arsenic. The stomach, 
liver, and kidneys of both were removed, 
and will be taken for anaylsis to Dr. 
Witthaus of New-York City to-morrow 
by Coroner Harding. The inquest will be 
postponed until the result of the analysis 
has been learned. 

The excitement attending the case was 
greatly intensified this afterncon by the 
report that the young woman was ill, and 
had herself exhibited symptoms of poison- 
ing. Dr. Swartwout and Dr. Cuddeback 
were summonded, and the latter admitted 
that the symptoms indicated poisoning. 
She went into violent convulsions that 
lasted twenty minutes. She was removed 
this evening to the village hospital, in 
order that she might be better guarded. 





SENATOR STANFORD'S ESTATE. 


Good Showing Made by the Executrix 
in Her Second Account, 


From The San Francisco Chronicle, March 20. 

The second account of Mrs. Stanford as 
executrix of the estate of her deceased hus- 
band, Senator Leland Stanford, was filed in 
the County Clerk’s office yesterday. The 
account embraces all transactions from 
Sept. 22, 1894, up to and including March 
17 of this year. The receipts during that 
period were $528,542.93, and the disburse- 
ments $449,708.63, leaving a present cash 
balance of $78,834.30. 

The disoursements are chiefly represented 
by payments made on various promissory 
notes of Stanford held by local banks. One 
item shows a second payment of $5,000 to 
Wilson & Wilson on account of their serv- 
ices as attorneys for the estate, and a final 
payment of $15,000 to Garber, Boalt & 
Bishop as a fee for services rendered in de- 
fending the Government’s suit against the 
estate for $15,000,000. 

The only unpaid claim not in litigation is 
for $3,528.30 due the California Safe De- 
posit Company. This amount represents a 
balance due on a promissory note for $10,- 
000, which Senator Stanford indorsed for 
ex-Congressman Thomas L, Thompson of 
Santa Rosa. Mr. Thompson has been tak- 
ing up the note by gradval payments, and 
Mrs. Stanford feels assured that he will 
pay the balance. The executrix reports the 
withdrawal of a claim for $350,000 made 
against the estate by Horace ‘W. Carpen- 
tier, and also of a fifty-thousand-dollar 
claim presented by Marie Hall Williamson.

I DEVERY JURY LOCKED UP

Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court was 
locked up at 12 o’clock last night after two 


and a half hours of fruitless “endeavor to 


agree upon a verdict. It was rumored about 
the court that they stocd 10 to 2 in favor of 
acquittal. 

Justice Smyth waited in his private room 
until midnight. At that hour he directed 
Capt. Lynch of the court squad to go to the 
Jury room to ask what prospect there was 
of an immediate finding. The reply was 
made manifest when on his return Clerk 
Walsh announced that court stood ad- 
journed until 10:80 this morning. 

Capt. Devery, who had been in the cus- 
tody cf Deputy Sheriff Daniel Kelly from 
the time the jury went out, and had spent 
the interim walking up and down with his 
custodian in the outer corridor, was taken 
to the Tombs for the night. 

There was the usual crowd in attendance 
in the criminal branch of the Supreme 
Court yesterday morning when the trial of 
Capt. Devery was resumed before Justice 
Smyth. The Captain, who expected that 
the day would make known his fate, was 
cheerful outwardly, and held a conference 
with his lawyers, Col. E. I. James and A. 
I. Elkus, before the beginning of the pro- 
ceedings. The defense opened and continued 
its endeavor to prove an alibi, offering tes- 
timony to show that the Captain was not 
at the Old Slip Station at the time Francis 
va Seagrist, the builder, states he gave him 
$100. 

Thomas... Foley, a saloon keeper, who 
lives at 242 West One Hundred and Thirty- 
sixth Street, testified that he saw. Capt. 
Devery at a fire on the Clyde Line Pier at 
4:20 P. _M. on May 29, 1894, when the 
transaction is alleged to have taken place. 

Sergt. John Hamilton, who was at the 
lesk in the station the same afternoon, de- 
nied that the builder called there. 
. Col. James then called Capt. Devery. 
There was a stir in the court as the prison- 
took the stand. He was perfectly cool, 
and answered questions distinctly. He said 
he had lived in New-York forty years at 
827. West Twenty-eighth Street, was mar- 
ried, and had two children. He joined the 
police force in 1887, and from then till 1895 
there never had been a criminal charge 
against him. Tnere had been minor com- 
plains, and he had been tried in Oyer and 
Yerminer in April, 1894, on a charge of 
neglect of duty, but he had been acquitted. 
In reference to the present charge, the 
Captain said the first complaint that 
reached him of dust arising where Con- 
tractor Seagrist was at work was on May 7. 
Officer Thomas Madden, whom he sent to 
investigate, reported that Mr. Seagrist prom- 
ised to abate the nuisance. Again, on May 
ll, he sent Ward Man Glennon on the same 
errand to remonstrate with the builder.

“Mr. Farrell,’ he said, “went with me 
as far as Clarkson Street, and then we sep- 
arated.”’ This finished the direct examina- 
tion, and then Mr. Rollins took up the 
cross-examination of the witness. 

Q.—How many complaints did you _ receive 
about the buildings that were being torn down 
by Mr. Seagrist? <A.—I received one written 
complaint, and several oral ones, including some 
over the telephone. 

The witness said he heard no complaints 
that Seagrist was violating the city ordi- 
nances, but he had complaints about the 
dust. He said that about May 7 he passed 
the building at Broadway and Pine Street. 

Q.—Was there work going on? <A.—Yes, 
they were tearing down the buliding. 

Q.—Did you see Mr. Seagrist there? A.—No, 
Sir. 

Francis Farrell of 117 West Eightieth 
Street corroborated Capt. Devery’s testi- 
mony as to their walking together from the 
Clyde Line dock to the station house.

A recess was then taken. On the reopen- 
ing of court Col. James asked that the jury 
be directed to acquit.

Col, James finished at 4:30 P. M. Col. 
Fellows summed up for the People. 

When Col. Fellows concluded Justice 
Smyth adjourned the court until 8 o’clock 
to give the jury time to get their dinner. 

Justice Smyth began his charge on the re- 
opening of court. He instructed the jury 
as to their duty and powers, and after re- 
viewing the evidence, read the law relating 
to alibi and the charge of extortion. He de- 
fined extortion as obtaining property from 
another with his consent induced by wrong- 
ful use of force or fear or under cover of 
official authority. 

The jury was out only five minutes, when 
it came back into court.

THE MANY STORMS 4 SCHOONER MET 





An Uncommonly Tempestuous Voyage 
from This Port to Portland, 


rt rom The Portland (Me.) Press, March 24. 

Capt. Henry 8S. Tuttle of the schooner 
Maggie Hulrey made a preliminary protest 
yesterday before Notary Public J. H. 
Blake, and his story of his trip of fourteen 
days from New-York as given in the docu- 
ment was interesting, showing, as it did, 
the sort of Winter we have passed through 
—that is, as far as we’ve got—for, while 
this may be Spring according to Robert E, 
Thomas, it is still Winter according to 
facts. Capt. Tuttle agreed with all the 
other Captains who have made this port 
that the present is the worst season on 
record. 

Capt. Tuttle left New-York March 9 for 
Winterport, but a thick snowstorm sent 
him to anchorage at City Isiand. Then 
he reached Fisher’s Island Sound, and 
Staid there through a heavy storm, and 
went from there to Vineyard Haven, and 
was detained there by still another storm. 
Then he went out, but went directly into 
the teeth of a gale, and was forced tc an- 
chor under Nausey beach. 

He made another attempt to reach hig 
charter port, but was driven into Boston 
lower harbor, and was later forced to the 
upper harbor. From there he went to 
Salem, and ieft there the same’ day, and 
Wednesday of last week ran into a heavy 
ae and the schooner was roughly han- 
led, 

During the morning the schooner iced up 
badly, and about 11 o’clock was boarded by 
a heavy sea, and the decks swept of 
everything movable. Capt. Tuttle for 4 
time thought she would swamp, but he 
headed her for Gloucester, and anchored 
near the schooner Caroline, destined a little 
later on to drag her anchor and go ashore, 

From Gloucester the long-detained schoone 
er made this port without special incident, 
but she was leaking, and so Capt. Tuttle 
made his protest, as required by law.

TO TEST THE LAW. 

The new liquor-tax law will be open to 
attack from all sides, and many of its 
oppressive features will doubtless be put 
to a judicial test, but it is to be feared 
that it will never be held unconstitution- 
al on the grounds presented before Judge 
Pryor in the excise license case. 

The law is both for the taxation and 
the regulation of the liquor traffic, and 
both purposes are expressed in the titie. 
There is no doubt that equality, or at 
least equity, is essential to sound taxa- 
tion, but the Constitution does not re- 
quire it. The power of the Legislature 
in that respect is not restricted or de- 
fined. It can disregard both justice and 
sound principle without violating any re- 
quirement laid down in the Constitution, 
and there is little chance of its acts being 
set aside because they are merely unjust 
or inexpedient. 

So of the regulation provisions. It has 
been almost uniformly held by the courts 
that the exercise of the police power by 
a State Legislature 
restriction, or suppression of the liquor 
traffic is practically a matter of unlimit- 
ed discretion. 

But there is something more than ine- 
quality and injustice in the application 
of the law to private clubs. The proposed 
interference with the rights and property 
of citizens in the privacy of their own 
domiciles is not the regulation of any 
traffic. - A test can be made here of great 
importance to the citizens of the State, 
and with

* trafficking in liquors. Persons apply- 


ing for and receiving tax certificates are 


persons engaged in the liquor traffic. It 
is selling liquor that is prohibited to all 
persons, associations, &c., which do not 
pay the tax and obtain certificates, and 
it is selling or giving away liquor that is 
forbidden during certain days and hours. 
Clubs are no more engaged in the liquor 
traffic than families which buy liquor for 
their own use. They do not sell or give 
away liquor, but keep it, if at all, for 
their own consumption. Incidental ref- 
erence in the bill to associations which 
traffic in liquor only with their own mem- 
bers does not make the consumption of 
liquors in a club by its own members 
engaging in the 
selling liquors in any 


trafficking in liquors, 
liquor traffic, or 
commercial or legal sense of the term.

GEN, CASEY. 

The death of Gen. CasEy- has removed 
from the public service a worthy repre- 
sentative of a class of public servants 
who have done so much credit to the 
Government and the country during the 
century which is now drawing to a close. 
We mean, of course, the trained officers 
of the United States Army who have oc- 
cupied civil positions. It must be owned 
that they are very apt to irritate men of 
business who have dealings with them by 
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their stickling for forms which often seem 
to have no relation to the matter in hand, 
and that military routine does not offer 
methods so available for the prompt and 
effective transaction of business as those 
which have been evolved out of the ne- 
cessities of the case by men whose liveli- 
hood depends upon saving time. It is 
true also that the ‘specialists who are 
brought; under the orders of military 
men, as in the scientific branches of the 
public service, are apt to complain of 
their narrowness and their inaccessibility 
to new ideas. These complaints may be 
justified, and yet it is a complete offset 
to them that the complete devotion to 
duty and keen sense of honor inculcated 
in the army have been a leaven of the 
public service that has been invaluable, 
and that if the institution of the Military 
Academy had _ no other justification, it 
would be amply justified by the work 
that its graduates have done in the offj- 
cial places of civil life. 

Gen. CasrEy, like the late Gen. MEIGs, 
Was an eminent example of this kind of 
public servant. During the war he had 
no opportunity to show that administra- 
tive ability which was so remarkable in 
the conduct of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, and which has never been suf- 
ficiently recognized by the general public. 
But since the war he had been in charge of 
most important public works—the Poto- 
mac Aqueduct, the State, War, and Navy 
Building, the

himself of his charge with the highest 
honor.

But there is no reason to suppose 
that the withdrawal is a presage of any 
more tragical measure. If the Triple Al- 
liance has been strong enough to hold 
France and Russia in check ever since 
the establishment of the “entente” be- 
tween these powers, much more will the 
Quadruple Alliance be strong enough for 
that purpose. But the formation of the 
Quadruple Alliance is nevertheless likely 
to have very serious consequences. Italy 
is the only power concerned to which the 
expedition to the Soudan will be a relief 
by affording a diversion to her enemies.

As Haitian Presidents go, HIpPoLyTEe was 
from some points of view far above the 
average, and his death is to be regretted, 
both by the residents of the so-called re- 
public over which he had ruled since 1889, 
and by the few foreigners whom an unfortu- 
nate chance forces to visit that miserable 
land or to have any dealings with the sav- 
ages who inhabit it.

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 


Last Concert of Its Season Given at 
the Metropolitan Opera House. 


The final concert of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra’s tenth season in New- 
York took place last night in the Metro- 
politan Opera House. In ordinary times 
this city would hardly be able to endure 
such an outpour of orchestral music as that 
which has been descending upon it since 
the Thomas Orchestra arrived a few days 
ago. But last night the Opera House held 
a large audience, which was filled with en- 
thusiasm. There is nothing uncommon in 
these days in a visit of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, so it must have been the 
Wagner programme. which excited public 
interest. The once hated composer of di- 
minished sevenths and chromatic chords 
which refused to resolve in perfect cadences 
has become “lord of the ascendant.” Wag- 
ner actually pays, even in the concert room. 

We have to thank Mr. Paur for arrang- 
ing a most delightful programme of Wag- 
nerian works, which fairly bear separation 
from dramatic surroundings. Two numbers 
of his list are concert pieces pure and sim- 
ple, and a third is a display overture, 
though it belongs to an opera. The list 
last night consisted of the “ Rienzi‘ over- 
ture, the preludes to the first and third 
acts of *“‘ Lohengrin,” a ‘‘ Faust” overture, 
the “Siegfried Idyll,” the ‘* Waldweben,” 
Walter’s prize song, and the vorspiel from 
“Die Meistersinger,”’ Siegmund’s love song, 
and the “ Ride of the Vaikyries” from 
“Die Walkiire.”’ 

The entire performance of the orchestral 
part of this comprehensive programme was 
as near perfection as it is reasonable to ex- 
pect human work to be. It is beyond ques- 
tion that the Boston Orchestra has lost 
some of that machinelike precision which 


characterized its playing under the rigorous 
rule of Wilhelm Gericke. Yet even in pre- 


cision it is almost beyond criticism. An at-) 


tentive ear could catch last night a trifling 
lack of unity in the strings in the ‘ Lohen- 
grin”’ vorspiel, but that was atoned for by 
the luscious yet transparent quality of the 
tone. How those strings soared and floated 
in those ethereal upper harmonies! What 
an atmosphere they created! And how tri- 
umphant was the brilliancy of their declam- 
atory utterance in the introduction to the 
third act and in the “* Faust ”’ overture! 

It would be easy to write many lines 
about the breadth and solidity of the strings 
of this orchestra, the mellow, fluent sing- 
ing of the wood, and the forceful purity of 
the brass; but it is not necessary to par- 
ticularize in speaking of an orchestra of 
virtuosi. What is better to remember is 
the admirable balance of tone which makes 
the orchestra so rich in its total quality, 
and, above that, the splendid fire of its 
sweeping style, its glorious flexibility, its 
variety of delicate nuancing, and its ad- 
mirable suggestion of reserve power. Such 
a concert as that of last night must give 
a thrill of genuine enjoyment to the most 
blasé concert goer, and leave to the com- 
mentator nothing but a fruitless search 
after adjectives that will not sound rhap- 
sodic. 

The soloist of the entertainment was Mr. 
Ben Davies, who sang his two songs in 
English with a lovely quality of tone and 
with abundance of enthusiasm. The audi- 
ence vainly tried to get repetitions of these 
numbers and of the introduction to the 
third act of “ Lohengrin.” 


A Chamber Music Recital. 


In the hall of the Mendelssohn Glee Club 
yesterday afternoon Messrs. T. and J. 
Adamowski and Miss Antoinette Szumowska 
gave the third and last of their chamber 
music recitals before an audience of tol- 
erable size. The programme consisted of 
Schumann's D minor trio, Opus 63, an ada- 
gio by Tartini, and a tarantelle by Coss- 
mann for ’cello, and Rubinstein’s trio in B 
flat major, Opus 52. Sufficient comment on 
the playing of these three performers has 
already appeared in this journal. Noe new 
qualities were disclosed in yesterday after- 
noon’s entertainment, which was interesting 
and enjoyable throughout. There are evi- 
dences of a growing appreciation of cham- 
ber music in this city. It is to be hoped 
that this taste will continue to increase, for 
it is one that will add to the general under- 
standing of good music.

AND A LOTTERY TICKET. 


These the Foundations of a Play at 
the Irving Place Theatre. 


A well-constructed farcical comedy by 
Heinrich v. Schumacher and Georg Mal- 
kowsky was presented at the Irving Place 
Theatre last evening, and notwithstanding 
its rather lugubrious title—‘‘ Das Hunger- 
loos ”’—proved to be distinctly, though not 


intensely, amusing throughout the greater 
part of its four acts. It is a play of the 
coming-events-cast-their-shadows-before or- 
der, and nervous spectators, if any such 
were present, must have been conscious dur- 
ing all the earlier stages of the action of 
an impulse to tell the perplexed actors that 
their perturbation was needless, for the dé- 
nouement, like a Crookes tube in a state of 
active luminesity, sent its rays back into 
the preparatory episodes and made them 
perfectly transparent. Still, it is not unin- 
teresting to see the skeleton of a play while 
looking at its surface, and that is the rea- 
son, probably, why the auditors, though 
they did not laugh very often or very heart- 
ily at ‘“‘ Das Hungerloos,” watched it with 
a closeness of attention that showed they 
were not wearied by it. 

Nominally, the most prominent réle in 
the farce is that of the Freiherr yon 
Rohnsdorff, who, twelve years before the 
action begins, had quarreled with his 
nephew, and, after that young man de- 
parted in a rage and disappeared in the 
wilds of America, had found among his 
abandoned effects a lottery ticket, bearing 
the number to which was awarded, soon 
after, the capital prize. This money the 
Baron appropriated, and with it raised a 
mortgage that was crushing the life out 
of his estate. Anticipating the nephew's 
return, and consequent enforced restitu- 
tion, the Baron kept his family on short 
commons in order to form a sort of sink- 
ing fund. On the day when the courts 
would pronounce the missing man legally 
dead, of course that personage turns up, 
falls in love with one of the Baron’s two 
daughters, and kindly explains that the 
lottery ticket really belonged to the Baron’s 
wife.

Havana, Maren 26.—Gen. Ruiz reports 
that he has hag an encounter with 300, 
rebels, at a plece half a league from 
San Felipe, Province of Havana. The 
rebel loss is stated to have been twenty- 
one killed and several vetedged. The 
troops sustained no loss. 

A train has arrived here, bringing sixty- 
three soidiers who were wounded in the 
recent encounter in the Province of Pinar 
del Rio. 

It is unofficially reported that Col. San- 
chez Echavarria fas captured insurgent 
camps near Paso Reual,.and that the rebels 
lost fifty killed. The troops destroyed 
goods valued at $200,000. 

Capt. Gen. Weyler has ordered that 
all the political prisoners detained by Gen. 
Pando in Santa Clara, except three, be 
liberated, on account of the lack of evi- 
dence against them. 


WAS STEAMER BERMUDA SUNK? 


A Rumor from Havana to That Effect 
Circulated in Madrid. 


MADRID, March 26.—A dispatch to the 
Imparcial from Havana says a rumor is 
current in that city to the effect that the 
British steamer Bermuda, Capt. O’Brien, 
which sailed from New-York March 15, os- 
tensibly for Vera Cruz, but which had on 
board war material for the use of the Gu- 
ban insurgents, has been fired upon and 
sunk by a British (?) warship. 


Dispatches received in this city Wednesday 
from Havuna stated that the Bermuda had 
landed the arms and ammunition she car- 
ried, and that Gen. Calixto Garela and 
the men with him had safely joined the in- 
surgents.

Principle of the Adopted

PaRIs, March 26.--After a close struggle 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day accepted 
the principle cf the income tax. Prime 
Minister Bourgeois raised a question of 
confidence against an amendment offered 
by M. Guillemet, and the amendment was 
rejected by a vote of 288 to 272. 

M. Doumer, Minister of Finance, then de- 
manded a vote M. Dron's resolution of 
confidence, and on the principle of the in- 
come tax.

Daniel B. Van Hoaten. 


B. Van Houten, whe died yester- 
day in his apartments in the Hote! Win- 
throp, at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street and Seventh Avenue, was born at 7 
King Street, in 1828.

London’s New Thoroughfare. 


From The London Telegraph. 

By the Sandy’s Row, Whitechapel, street 
improvement a clear roadway is now carried 
through the slums which formerly existed 
in the neighborhood of Petticoat Lane. The 
new thoroughfare extends from Bishopsgate 
to Middlesex Street, and thus forms an ap- 
proach to Aldgate High Street--a valuable 
means of access to the Tower Bridge. Its 
area is 3,200 square yards. Some portions of 
the old thoroughfare have been set back, 
and about seventy dilapidated houses have 
beer cleared away. : 

This work has been accomplished by the 
City and the London County Council joint- 
ly, and the opening ceremony was made the 
occasion of a friendly interchange of compli- 
ments. The members of the Improvements 
Committee of the Council drove from Spring 
Gardens to the site, and there met the Fi- 
nance and Improvement Committee of the 
Commission of Sewers, who had come from 
-the Guildhall. On the part of the latter 
Mr. Howard C. Morris, the Chairman, ad- 
dressing a considerable crowd, declared the 
city portion of the improvement onen, and 
Mr. William Goodman, as the spokesman 
of the London County Council, discharged 
a similar task and handed over the charge 
of the widened portion of Sandy’s Row to 
the Whitechapel District Board of Works, 
the local authority. 

The cost of the city portion has been 
£59,700, half of which ts borne by the Coun- 
cil; but the total outlay has still to be de- 
termined, much of the acquired land not yet 
having been sold. The street has a wood- 
paved carriageway 23 feet in width, with 
two § feet 6 inch footways of Yorkshire 
flags.

MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS TAK- 
iNG ORDERS FROM LODGE, 


He Will Run Their Convention To-day 
in the Interest of Candidate Reed 
—Has Had a Littie Trouble with 


Bankers and Business Men over 


the Financial Plank—They Would 
Not Consent to Bimetallic Declar- 
ations—They Are for Sound Money. 


Boston, Mass., March 26.—Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge has arrived in Boston with a 
draft of the Republican platform to be 
adopted at to-morrow’s convention in his 
valise. Congressman Samuel W. McCall of 
Winchester has also arrived, bringing with 
him the manuscript of the speech which he 


is to deliver as permanent President of the 
convention.. Both these important docu- 
ments have been formally approved by 

Thomas B. Reed of Maine and Joseph H. 
Manley. The Republicans of Massachusetts 
therefore soon wili be let into the secret, 
Which -has been closely guarded, as to 
what their views are upon the subjects of 
tariff, the finances, and the foreign policy 
of the Government. 

Some of them have been disposed, of late, 
to resent the absolute dominance of Reed 
and Reedism in the politics of the State. 
They have chafed and fretted because they 
were muzzled by the Reed managers and 
prevented from openly expressing their 
opinions upon the urgent questions of the 
hour. 

The old Bay State in the past has had 
opinions of her own, and the courage to 
declare them. The opinions and the policies 
which will be formulated and promulgated 
at to-morrow’s convention will not be of 
her forging or framing. They will be the 
opinions and the policies which Mr. Reed 
of Maine thinks it expedient to espouse 
in his struggle for the Presidential nomina- 
tion. 

The country’s attention is focused upon 
Massachusetts. The prestige which her ac- 
tion is likely to impart to the Reed move- 
ment will be bestowed at the expense of her 
own dignity and self-respect. She has been 
put in the position of a foster-mother, in 
derogation ot be. own repute as an enlight- 
ened and progressive Commonwealth. 

Republicans of prominence in the party 
management have been forced to guess and 
speculate upon the form and matter of the 
resolutions which their convention would be 
called upon to adopt. Mr. Lodge has been 
in Washington, and he alone has been ina 
position to know what industrial and finan- 
cial principles Mr. Reed wants his adherents 
in Massachusetts to declare. 

The party pronounced for the Maine lead- 
er without ascertaining how he stood upon 
these questions. A feeling of uneasiness 
was created by Senator Chandler’s repeat- 
ed assertions that Mr. Reed was in favor 


of bimetallism, and that he wanted silver 
to have a ‘fair show.” Some of the con- 
servative financiers entertained grave ap- 
prehensions that a plank might be framed 
which would hold out a hope to the extreme 
silver men, with the view of securing strength 
in the States where the white metal is the 
dominating influence upon politics and in- 
dustry. + 

These apprehensions were intensified by 
Mr. Hoar’s declaration in the Senate, in re- 
ply to Mr. Carter of Montana, that 90 per 
cent. of the Republicans in his own State 
and in New-England were bimetallists. 

Communication was established some days 
ago between the party leaders here and the 
men who were shaping events in Washing- 
ton. A draft of the financial plank agreed 
upon tentatively was forwarded to the local 
magnates by Mr. Lodge. This was submit- 
ted to leading bankers and merchants, who 
are taking a keen interest in politics this 
year. It was disapproved most emphatically, 
and the reasons for disapproval were stated 
concisely and firmly. A second plank was 
submitted to the local censors, and this also 
failed to satisfy their desire for a clear, ex- 
plicit, and unequivocal declaration in favor 
of sound money. 

Mr. Lodge has been holding conferences 
to-day with these men. He has met also 
the leading members of the Committee on 
Resolutions, and the initiated have been 
informed that there will be no straddle; 
that the lines adopted by the New-York 
Republicans will be followed closely, and 
that no friend of sound money will have 
occasion to doubt the attitude of the \party 
in Massachusetts. 

At the same time the couriers and the 
scouts of the party are seen in the cor- 
ridors of the hotels to-night, insinuating 
themselves into groups of delegates and 
industriously advocating the soundest of 
scund-money principles, but hinting, at 
the same time, that it would be the height 
of folly to go out of the way to pick a 
quarrel with the honest bimetallists, who 
eventually may support Mr. Reed. 

From this it is inferred that the Reed 
leaders would be glad to have the con- 
vention declare in favor of sound money 
and international bimetallism, without spe- 
cifically pronouncing against the 16 to 1 
demands of the silverites and Populists of 
the West, South, and Southwest. 

There is no ewe can be no 
question—as to the desires of the people of 
Massachusetts with respect to the issue of 
sound money. Without regard to party 
affiliations, they are almost unanimously 
in favor of the policy adhered to by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. They will not tolerate 
any equivocal utterances; they will insist 
upon specific declarations which cannot be 
misinterpreted or misconstrued. Mr. Lodge 
and his associates in the Reed manage- 
ment have been duly informed upon these 

oints. 
perhe Republican Party of Massachusetts 
will be squarely committed to the support 
of Mr. Reed at St. Louis. A resolution in- 
structing the State delegation to use all 
honorable means to secure his nomination 
will be passed without dissent, so far as 
can be judged at the present moment. 

THE NEwW-YORK TIMES'S correspondent 
has met and conversed with many leading 
politicians from all parts of the State and 
with the representatives of manufacturing 
industries upon the political outlook. There 
is no end of enthusiasm for Mr. Reed, who 
is admired for his ability and his courage 
and eloquence. But there is a feeling that 
he cannot be nominated. 

There igs a very strong contingent of ex- 
treme protectionists here who lean toward 
McKinley. These men do not hesitate to 
say that the Ohio man should be the sec- 
ond choice of the State, as he is expected 
to be the second choice of Rhode Island and 
Connecticut. But this sort of talk is re- 
garded as treasonable, and it is only heard 
in nooks and corners.

New Role Figured Out for the Chief- 
tain from Tiogn, 


The sincerity of Thomas C. Platt in his at- 
titude toward the Presidential candidacy of 
Gov. Morton has been more tham once 
called into question. Various have been the 
prophecies of the knowing ones, and each of 
the many aspirants has been picked.out as 
the ultimate recipient of Mr, Platt’s sup- 
port. 

An ingenious role has just been worked 
out and accredited to the Tigga chieftain. 
By it Mr. Platt keeps his faith with the 
Governor without securing to him thé Presi- 
dency, while a New-York man captures"the 
prize, and the astute leader, after adminis- 
tering a substantial rebuke to the Brooklyn 
men, wins them back to do and to battle for 
his standard. 

Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy is the man—the 
dark horse.

THE RESULT IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 





Sound-Money Men Rejoice over the 
Defeat of Free Silver, 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The accounts of 
the South Dakota Republican Convention 
yesterday, which showed that the free-silver 
advocates had been beaten in the convention 
three to one by the sound-money men, were 
the subject of much discussion in the Capi- 
tol corridors to-day. 

W. N. Johnson, the representative from 


North Dakota, said the news from South 
Dakota was peculiarly gratifying to him. 

“I came here in 1890,” he said, ‘ with- 
out any decided views on the silver ques- 
tion, and very much to my surprise Mr. 
Crisp put me on the Committee on Coin- 
age, Weights, and Measures. That made it 
necessary for me to have 
on the subject. 

“I studied the matter, and came to the 
conclusion that free coinage of silver would 
be detrimental to the interests of the agri- 
cultural community which I represented, 
and so I took my stand, being then the only 
Representative in a radius of 400 miles that 
Was not a free-silver man. 

“Tf was threatened with the vengeance 
of the people by Mr. Bland, Chairman of 
the committee, and went home to make 
the campaign of 1892. I was opposed by a 
free-silver man, and beat him by _ 6,000 
votes. The free-silver men to the right of 
me, and to the left of me, and in front of 
me, the latter in South Dakota, went down 
in the contest, and the next Howse did 
not know them. In 1894, the campaign 
was also made on a uaistinctively sound- 
money issue, and the result was the same. 
I have made my fignc, and the State is in 
line with the sound-money sentiment of the 
country.”

This fall of prices has deprived legitimate in- 
dustry of profit, and injured producers for the 
benefit of non-producers, increased the burden of 
debts, swelled the gains of creditors, and para- 
lyzed the productive energies of the American 
people; condemning willing workers to idleness 
and filling our land with tramps and paupers 
while building up colossal fortunes at the money 
centres; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that we, the undersigned legal voters, 
will not support any political party or vote for 
any candidate for any office whatever that does 
not favor the restoration of the money of the 
Constitution by the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and gold on terms of exact equality,. re- 
gardless of the action of other nations, and that 
we will not support any candidate for the office 
of President or Vice President whose past record 
on this question does not constitute a guarantee 
of his action in the future,

that neither McKinley nor Manderson can 
~arry the electoral vote of this State; that 
the campaign of the silver party will be so 
strong, so well organized, and effective that 
no nominee, no matter in which party, who 
is opposed to or equivocal on silver, can 
carry the State. 

He says perfect preparations for the most 
extraordinary campaign ever Known are 
being made by the silver men, and that 
if both the old parties shall come out 
against silver, or adopt straddling platforms 
like Mckinley’s in Ohio, both will be de- 
feated, and a silver or bimetallic President 
elected. Trained lecturers will take the 
field in every State, except, of course, the 
silver States, where no physician is needed, 
and circulars, songs, glee clubs, pamphiets, 
newspapers, and speeches will be sent 
among the people in irresistible numbers. 

Mr. Devine says the bimetallic orators 
and writers have the advantage, as they are 
well posted, while the other side merely 
pooh-poohs, and that as fast as the gold ad- 
vocates take up the currency question in 
earnest they are converted and turn into 
bimetallism exhorters. He is very sanguine 
that the Republican Party will, and he de- 
clares that it shall, be brought to a true bi- 
metallic or silver platform, or to defeat. He 
thinks the Democrats will adopt a gold plat- 
form and the Republicans will straddle, in 
which event he is sanguine of the election 
of a silver President. One thing at least 
is certain: The silver advocates will make 
life a burden for the Republican Party of 
this section during the coming election. The 
petition above quoted is receiving many sig- 
natures.

SALE OF AUTOGRAPHS. 

Bangs & Co. are to sell by auction April 
11 a collection of literary autographs and 
manuscripts. The collection is the property 
of a “ Boston littérateur,’’ the announce- 
ment says, and, really, a lover of auto- 
graphs might have tried in vain assiduous- 
ly for an age to form it deliberately, .1t 
formed itself. 

Its most attractive pieces are manuscripts 
of Poe—for Poe’s manuscripts are scarce, 
and excite international competition, are 
full of strange revelations, and inflame the 
curiosity of psychologists, are artistic, and 
make invaluable pictures in frames under 
glass in book lovers’ libraries. 

There are in this collection of Poe’s cal- 
ligraphy, in two quarto pages, a criticism 
of the work of William Gilmore Simms, 
which may be summarized in the line, 
“There is in his literary outputs a decided 
touch of the shabby genteel,’’ vividly capti- 
vating to those who remember that in the 
“ Literati.” Simms is a man of genius; in 
one quarto page extracts of prose and 
verse from Bulwer’s works, indorsed with 
pen-and-ink sketches; in two quarto pages 
an essay, ‘‘ The Nucleus of Our Planet in 
a State of Igneous Liquefaction,” the con- 
clusion of which is as fotlows: ‘* The heat 
of the sun falling upon the surface is trans- 
mitted inward in virtue of the conducting 
power of the ground, and thus each Sum- 
mer a thin layer of elevated temperature 
moves inward, which heat accumulating at 
the centre, has resulted in. the igneous 
liquefaction of our nucleus, and which, will 
result ultimately in the melting of the ele- 
ments and in the passing away of the 
earth as a scroll.” 

Then comes, in eight pages, quarto, a 
manuscript entitled ‘‘ For Graham's Maga- 
zine. A Reviewer Reviewed. By Walter 
G. Bowen,”’ It is a critical review of Poe's 
works, and it attacks them in terms that 
are retroactive, praising them immensely 
by force of undeserved charges of plagiar- 
ism, for example, and elevating them above 
criticism by such quotations as that of the 
“Sonnet to Zante’? complete. The poet in- 
tended that Graham should publish this 
subtle laudation of his most valuable col- 
laborator, but Graham returned it 
available. 

Then there is, in eight stanzas, on both 
sides of one quarto page, a parody on 
“The Raven” which is more than a par- 
ody. As it is a poem by Poe which has 
never been printed, here it is, with its fan- 
ciful title: 

To the Author of the Raven. 
By Miss Harriet Winslow, 

Author of ‘‘ To the Unsatisfied ’’—'* Why 
longing, thus forever sighing—for the | 
unattained and dim?’’

There are the prospectus and memoranda 
for ‘The Living Writers of America,”’ in 
eight quarto and folio pages, with observa- 
tions like this, about magazines: ‘‘ Tempted 
by high prices, men of genius contribute— 
good articles rejected—instance myself, Gold 
B., Raven, Vald, Case”; a criticism of 
Thomas’s books; a pathetic expression of 
pleasure at the prospect of obtaining a 
Custom House appointment: ‘I repeat that 
I would ask for nothing farther or better 
than a situation such as you mention. If 
the salary will barely enable me to live, I 
shall be content.’’ There is a letter to a 
friend, as follows: ‘‘I have left Philadel- 
phia, and am living at present about five 
miles out of New-York. For the last sev- 
en or eight months I have: been playing 
hermit in earnest—nor have I seen a living 
soul out ef my family—who are well and 
desire to be kindly remembered. When I 
say ‘ Well,’ I only mean (as regards Vir- 
ginia) as well as usual. Her health remains 
excessively precarious. * * * Thank God! 
Richard, whom you know, is himself again. 
Tell Dow so—but he won’t believe it. * * * 
you believed Robert Tyler really wished to 
give me the post in the Custom House. This

Poeana, in this collection, consist of let- 
ters of Rosalie, his sister; of Neilson, his 
cousin; of a power of attorney for the pub- 
lication of the poet's works by Maria 
Clemm, and of several other documents 
found in. Poe’s boxes after his death. The 
autograph and relic hunters have never 
been at a more sumptuous festival. They 
have other treasures to covet or acquire 
there. One is an anxious expression of 
hope from Thomas Bailey Aldrich that he 
may gain a place in Griswold’s ‘‘ Poets of 
America"; one is an attack by Fenimore 
Cooper on Washington Irving, accusing him 
of being a ‘‘double dealer,” and saying 
among other disobliging things: ‘“ Bryant 
is worth forty Irvings’’; another is an 
injunction of Washington Irying to Ver- 

lanck to ‘‘do nothing that shall derogate 
rom the high position of Cooper’s name ’”’; 
others are otters and poems by Emerson, 
Thoreau, Hawthorne, Paulding, Bayard 
Taylor, John G. Saxe, Oliver Wendell

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THE SPRING ACADEMY. 


While there are a few notable departures 
in the seventy-first annual exhibition of 
the National Academy of Design, the show 
at the old institution in Twenty-third Street 
differs but little from previous 
years. The good things are mostly up, and 
those canvases that are 


those of 


a large number of 
on the line are thus placed in defiance of 
their merits, by reason of privileges of 
membership in the organization. Objections 
to these methods are, of course, futile, and 
protestations will not avail, but the policy 
that permits the best places to be taken by 
a lot of men of charming personality, but 
indifferent artistic gifts, has its effect year 
after year in lowering the standard and 
repelling the thoughtful, picture-loving 
public. 

Happily, here and there may be found an 
attractive canvas, out of the stereotyped, 
conventional, preconceived fashion, worthy 
of serious attention. Such a one, for ex; 
ample, is an able, serious portrait of Dr. 
Billings of the army, painted by Cecilia 
3eaux. The artist has given a _ frank, 
thoughtful rendering of her sitter, who is 
easily posed in kis uniform, over \. hich is 
arranged a red robe. The painting of flesh, 
draperies, and accessories is admirably 
done in a broad, simple manner, and in the 
best of methods. This work, unfortunately, 
is hung in the corridor, where light and 
distance are not available, and so it is not 
seen at its best. Near by is a ‘’Cello 
Player,” by Thomas Eakins, also placed ag 
a disadvantage, but not entirely losing its 
qualities of breadth and strength. Frank 
Benson and Harper Pennington have been 
the corridor well, though 
merit serious consideration. 
Bearing them company are a ‘Girl in 
Kimono,” by Elizabeth Reynolds, showing 
serious study, and a woodland interior, by 
Edward Moran, that regret at the 
infrequency of landscape work on the part

The President of the Academy has been 
given the important panel at one end of 
the large south gallery. His effort is en- 
titled ‘‘ Coffee, Sir?” It is in his well- 
known manner and quite up to his usual 
standard. Facing it, at the other end of 
the room, is a large landscape by John 
Noble Barlow, entitled ‘‘ A Misty Evening,”’ 
a work possessing an unusual amount of 
the truth, and giving evidence not only of 
an artistic appreciation of nature, but of 
eareful, analytical study, of research, and 
of the serious working out of the problems 
of sky, distance, and foreground. And 
there is clever rendering of textures as 
well, with considerable purity and fresh- 
ness of color. Another picture by the same 
hand, ‘‘ Morning After Rain,’”’ is no less 
convincing. Thomas Dewing’s “ Portrait”’ 
of a young woman in white against a yellow 
background has all the grace and elegance 
with which he invests his subjects, and 
possesses as well that mysterious envelop- 
ment and sober tone characteristic of the 
painter. It is most attractive. John Sar- 
gent contributes but one canvas, a head 
and bust of Mr. Hammond, but it stands 
out with great distinction, being vigorously 
painted, modeled with simplicity, certainty 
of constructive knowledge, and a realiza- 
tion of form and mass. 

The late Thomas Hovenden is represent- 
ed by his last incompleted canvas, a large 
composition which he called **‘ The Founders 
of a State,’”” and which would doubtless 
have added materially to his reputation. 
Upon a broad plain, colorful, under the 
soft, mellow light of a late Summer after- 
noon, are the pioneers journeying westward 
with wagons, and in the immediate fore- 
ground a man and woman stop to look over 
the scene; they face the spectator, the 
man pointing directly out of the canvas. 
The color is tender and refined, and the 
figures, as far as they are carried, are ef- 
fective. William J. Whittemore has a re- 
fined, dainty young woman playing the 
zither, agreeably painted. There is an elab- 
orate composition by Frank D. Millet en- 
titled ‘‘An Overture,’’ with several figures 
dexterously rendered, picturesquely 
tumed, and interestingly arranged, 
Irving R. Wiles two attractive 
tels.

though they do not

Lockwood's women are painted mostly un- 
der conditions of subdued light; flesh tones 
are kept gray and low in Key. Little of:a 
joyous nature erters, apparently, into the 
lives of these maidens, and yet there are 
about them quiet harmonies of -tone, re- 
poseful to the eye and agreeable to have 
about one’s room, while certainly the ef- 
forts are quite out of the ordinary. A new- 
eomer is Mary Brewster Hazelton, who has 
painted simply and honestly a studio in- 
terior with a half-draped model, an artist, 
and some visitors, all, let us hasten to add, 
of the same sex. There is much promise in 
this canvas, for the woman has gone at her 
subject in the best of methods, and, though 
the work bears a certain stamp of imma- 
turity, it is not without many excellent 
qualities. 

In portraits there are a work by Frank 
Fowler, an interesting study of a young 
woman; a strong and frankly executed head 
of James Lane Allen, by Benoni Irwin; a 
large seated figure in evening dress, by 
Carroll Beckwith; an original and effective 
rendering of a woman in black, by 
geant Kendall; a dainty young woman, 

W. H. Hyde; a cleverly brushed-in ‘“ Girl 
Painting,”’ by Mrs. Ordway; a small and 
attractive panel of ** Miss F.,” by Louis 
Loeb, and one under the title of “ Interrup- 
tion, by Florence W. Gotthold, full of 
quiet tonality. 

J. Alden Weir sends two landscapes, more 
satisfactory incolor than recent efforts, glow- 
ing with rich, warm tones, and extremely 
just in relations. Albeit the subjects are 
possibly not the most beautiful memories 
one might recall, one being a rabbit hutch 
and the other a stiff iron bridge, we may 
be thankful that Mr. Weir, in his search- 
ings, moves onward from a sense of chalk- 
iness that has pervaded much of his later 
work, and is gradually putting behind him 
the utterly vague, incomprehensible compo- 
sitions which in his change of heart seemed 
w necessity, and which, though they may 
have found admirers among Mr. Weir's in- 
timates and followers, were hopelessly 
ecaviare to the ordinary visitor at the ex- 
hibitions. Mr. Hassam sends his big ‘‘ Sum- 
mer,” bold, vigorous, and impressionistic, 
but which does not justify its enormous 
proportions, and Theodore Robinson has an 
interior not overinteresting. Stephen Par- 
rish has caught much beauty of color in a 
moonrise picture’called *“‘ Riviére du Loup.” 

A decorative panel by Louise Cox is en- 
titled ‘‘ Pomona,” and is a highly success- 
ful effort. To good drawing the artist has 
united decorative qualities much above the 
commonplace, with excellent results. Three 
landscapes by Robert C. Minor are subtle, 
refined, and full of sentiment. One of them, 
“A Summer Day,” is happy in attractive 
color. William Magrath signs a familiar 
Irish peasant in good action and excellent 
tone, and Frank Russell Green shows prog- 
ress in an English sketch of a “ Way Side 
Inn,” with horses and a figure. F. §., 
Church, in his “ Saint Cecelia,” has rarely 
appeared to more advantage, while in some 
“Kelp Gatherers” R. Swain Gifford is 
happy, both in subject and treatment. A 
delightful little landscape comes from Ed- 
ward Gay. It is called “The Quiet Riv- 
er,’ and is pléasantly suggestive of the 
work of the Barbizon men in its tonal 
qualities. 

William A. Coffin, who is extremely un- 
even, is here represented at his best, com- 
bining with good color and effective dispo- 
sition of light interesting line and arrange- 
ment in his ‘‘ Winter in Pennsylvania,” a 
large, snow-covered scene in the open coun- 
try. Another attractive Winter picture is 
by Allen B. Talcott. Mr. Mclihenney has a 
somewhat painty Winter, not as convincing 
as his work in water color, and, to go to 
other extremes of weather. there are sunny, 
dainty Japanese bits by C. D. Weldon and 
Theodore Wores. F. H. Lungren occupies 
almost the entire end of the west gallery 
with an enormous canvas entitled ‘“ The 
Snake Dance,”’ a ceremony of the Moqui 
Indians. It is an interesting illustration of 
the customs of a savage race, horrible in 
its realistic ugliness, crecitably drawn and 
painted, and valuable as a historical docu- 
ment for some museum. There is an im- 
mense amount of study about it, with no 
end of care and thought bestowed upon the 
working out of a most serious problem. 

A highly important cattle picture, large 
as to size, as well as conception, is by 
William H. Howe, called ‘‘An Early Start 
to Market.” The animals are thoroughly 
well drawn and constructed, while the 

inting is carried out with much simplic- 
ty in a big manner. Matilda Browne is 
also in evidence with cattle, this time some 
oxea, “‘ Hauling Stone,”’ ably painted, with 
strong, masculine touch.

REPUDIATE COMBINATION TICKET, 
Democrats and Republicans in Flushe 
ing Withdraw Their Names, 


FLUSHING, L. I., March 26.—The Demos 
cratic and Republican Parties of the towm 
of Flushing made nominations for towm 
officers last week. Members of both par- 
ties who were dissatisfied with the nomi- 
nations last night’ nominated a third ticket 
under the name of the United Labor Par- 
ty, and filed it with the Town Clerk. It 
bore the names of the regular Democratie 
nominees, with two exceptions. For Supers 
visor, George Pople (Rep.) was substituted 
for D. A. Van Nostrand, (Dem.,) and for 
Highway Commissioner, Garrett Van Dine 
(Rep.) was substituted for Michael O’Con- 
nell, (Dem.) The certificate, which bore 
the names of 100 Democrats, aroused the 
ire of the Democratic Town Committee, 
and all their nominees were invited to a 
conference this evening. A resolution was 
unanimously adopted to the effect that the 
regular nominees should take their chances 
with the ticket as a whole. All candidates 
were instructed to withdraw their names 
from the United Labor Party ticket, or 
from any other whieh might be placed in 
the field. The Republican candidates passed 
resolutions to the same effect. pledging 
themselves to united support of the straight 
Republican ticket. Each candidate of both 
parties nominated by the United Labor 
Party filed a declination of such nomination 
with the Town Clerk. 


England's Work in Egypt. 
From The London Telegraph. 

Lord Cromer, in his annual report upon 
the condition of Egypt, says the Treasury 
closed the year with an excess of ‘revenive 
Over expenditure of £1,000,000, the largest 
yet realized, and with a reserve of £5,(000,- 
000, the accumulated savings of the past 
year. 

“The main principle,” says Lord Cromer, 
“upon which the work of reform in Egypt 
has been based from the beginning may be 
summed up in a single phrase—European 
head and Egyptian hands. Our task here 
is not to rule the Egyptians, but as far as 
possible to teach the Egyptians to rule 
themselves. The peace and tranquillity of 
the village population—that is to say, of the 
sreat mass of the inhabitants of Hgypt— 
have greatly increased. Village life is no 
longer to so great an extent troubled by 
political dissensions, the result, generally, of 
some Cairo complication which has beem 
misunderstood and misinterpreted. An in« 
teresting proof of the peaceful and con« 
tented spirit just now prevailing among the 
people is found in the fact that the present 
disturbed condition of other parts of the 
Turkish Empire, and the consequent. ill 
feeling which has been aroused between the 
Mohammedan and Christian subjects of the 
Sultan, have produced no serious symptoms 
of any kind in Egypt.” ‘

THE GRAIN DEALERS AND JOINT 
TRAFFIC MANAGERS CONFER. 


Elaborate Report Submitted by a 
Special Committee of the Produce 


Exchange Showing How New- 


York City Is Discriminated 
Against in the Matter of Export 
Grain Rates—The Board of Man- 


v4 agers Will Consider the Report. 

' A conference of great importance to the 
grain and shipping interests of the port of 
New-York was held yesterday between the 
Joint Traffic Board of Managers and a 
special committee appointed by the Produce 
Exchange. H. J. Hayden, Second Vice Pres- 


ident of the New-York Central, and Chair- 
man of the Board of Managers, presided. 

A report, formulated by the special com- 
mittee representing the grain trade, was 
read, describing an alleged unjust discrim- 
ination in grain rates against New-York 
City in favor of Baltimore, Newport News, 
Philadelphia, and Norfolk. As a result of 
these differentials, it was asserted that the 
prestige of this port was slowly but surely 
slipping away, 

The special committee which has worked 
on this report for some months is com- 
posed as follows: Henry B. Hebert, Chair- 
man; John P. Truesdell, John Valjent, Harry 
B. Day, Charles E. Wilmot, F. Quimby, 
©. N. Mitchell, James N. Parsons, F. Dare, 
E. P. Pfarizus, C. P. Summer, Granville 
Perrin, S. S. Marples, and Monroe Crane. 
Among the allegations contained in the 
report are the following: 

“The differential at the present time 
against New-York is 3 cents per 100 pounds 
in favor of Baltimore, Newport News, and 
Norfolk, and 2 cents in favor of Philadel- 
phia, a discrimination originally made 
against our vigorous protest. Its effects 
have become burdensome and threatening 
to the welfare of our mercantile interests. 
The distances by the shortest rail route 
from Chicago are: To Baltimore, 802 mues; 
to Philadelphia, 823 miles; to New-York, v0 
miles; to Boston, 1,009 miles. Taking Chi- 
cago\as the Western point, we find that 
Baltimore is 98 miles nearer than New- 
York, Philadelphia miles nearer, and 
Boston 109 furtner. , 

** The injustice to New-York of the differ- 
ential is shown by the fact that Balti- 
gore, 110 miles nearer than New-York to 
Chicago, is allowed 3 cents per 100 pounds, 
and Philadelphia, 77 miles nearer, 2 cents 
Yer 100 pounds, while Boston, which is 100 
miles further than New-York, is allowed 
the same freight rate. In addition to this 
advantage, the Boston merchant is entitled 
to twenty days free storage, and during the 
#'all and Winter months he can frequently 
obtain thirty to seventy-five days. 5 

“The Port of New-York, during the Win- 
ter months, is in respect to shipments from 
the West precisely in the same position as 
the other seaports; that is, dependent en- 
tirely upon the railroads. It is obvious, 
therefore, that if this city is to retain its 
commerce during this period it must not be 
discriminated against in the matter of tariff 
Tates. It is only during these months that 
it is possible to show the actual effect of the 
differential upon our receipts of produce. 
During the remaining eight months of the 
year we have practically no “ all-rail’’ re- 
ceipts of produce at New-York. : 

* Owing to the keen competition for busi- 
ness, a fraction of one cent per hundred 
ounds in freight differential against New- 
fork will divert her commerce to the more 
favored port. It is therefore apparent that 
if New-York is to retain her export busi- 
ness, her merchants must have as favorable 
terms in railroad freight rates from the 
West as are given to competing seaboard 
points.” 

Chairman Hayden, for the Board of Man- 
agers, promised that the board would care- 
fully consider the matter. 





BALTIMORE AND OHIO PLANS, 


The Receivers Outline a Very En- 
couraging Policy for the Road. 


' BALTIMORE, March 26.—The receivers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad have out- 
lined the policy which they intend to carry 
out in the management of that great prop- 
erty, and the official announcement in detail 
Will be made to-morrow. Oscar G. Mur- 
ray, one of the receivers, is quoted as 
saying that the company hus not enough 
rolling stock to properly handle its busi- 
ness. ‘‘ We have given orders,”’ Mr. Mur- 
ray added, ‘‘for every shop on the line to 
tbe operated on full time at repair work 
gione. It is our intention to overhaul and 
repair every locomotive and car that will 
justify the outlay. This will necessitate 
the employment of our entire force, Con- 
sequently, all orders for new locomotives 
end cars will be given to outside concerns. 

“We intend ordering 5,000 freight cars 
a@s soon as possible, and also about seventy- 
five locomotives. Of the freight cars, a 
large proportion will be coal cars, which 
may indicate the importance with which we 
regard our coal trade. Of’the locomotives, 
a small number—twelve or fifteen—will be 
fer passenger service, as our locomotives 
in this respect are, aS a rule, of a high 
standard. The balance will be for haul- 
ing freight. 

“We shall encourage the 
ness in every way possible. t 
enough business can be secured from the 
territory along the route to operate the 
road on a profitable basis. I do not mean 
by this to say that we shall not secure 
what business we can from our ouannc- 
tions and from distant points. Ww e wan 
that also, but we shall promote local traffic 
wherever possible. 2 7 

“ Fully recognizing the importance of the 
coal interests tributary to this Jine in N ary- 
jJand and West Virginia, and that a very 
farge revefiue may be derived from this in- 
dustry, it has been one of the first matters 
to secure our careful attention. We haye 
decided to place a division freight agent 
at some central point, whose duty it will 
be to make equabile rates on coal, lumber, 
and similar products, to see that shippers 
obtain prompt car service, and to attend to 
their needs in every way possible. We shall 
not engage in rate cutting, neither will we 
attempt to haul coal or other freight at 
unprofitable rates. We will pursue a uni- 
form policy to all shippers, large and small. 

“It is our aim to maintain the passenger 
service at as high a standard of efficiency 
as possible. Whether any additional trains 
will be put on between Washington and 
New-York we cannot say at present. This 
will depend on the amount of business. All 
of the sleeping, drawing room, and day 
coaches will be renovated and refurnished, 
and wherever necessary new ones will be 
added. It is our intention to give as good 
service as possible to Chicago, Cincinnati, 
and the West, and to operate trains strict- 
jy on time, so that a passenger can always 
depend on the schedule. At present trains 
from Baltimore and Washington are run to 
Chicago by way of Wheeling and by way 
of Pittsburg. We have not decided as yet 
mhether to continue this mode or to use 
one route exclusively.”’ 2 

In discussing the tide-water terminal fa- 
cilities of the road, the receivers stated: 

“We shall not discriminate in favor of 
one city against any other. We recognize 
the fact that Baltimore is much nearer the 
South and West than Philadelphia, and that 
this city is entitled by virtue of that to 
consideration in the matter of freight tar- 
iffs. It is our intention to haul ali coal and 
other freight to Baltimore for shipment by 
water, which would naturally come to this 
city under an eguable adjustment of rates. 
At the same time, we recognize that Phila- 
delphia is the most northern terminus of 
the road, and is entitled to all the consid- 
eration which its importance as a seaport 
and-as a traffic-producing territory de- 
serves. As we have already stated, no 
partiality will be shown by improperly di- 
werting traffic from any city.’

A Long Electric Road. 

CHICAGO, March 26.—A sale closed by 
Chicago officers of the General Electric 
Company yesterday assures what is prob- 
ably the longest electric railway in the 
world. The sale was to a syndicate of 
capitalists in Battle Creek and Kalama- 
zco, Mich., and -consisted of the electric 
street car line of Kalamazoo. The buy- 
ers already own the plants at Battle Creek 
and Lansing, Mich., and intend to connect 
the three towns. This will make a straight- 
away line of seventy-five miles. An addi- 
tional spur three miles long will be built 
to Gull Lake, the iargest inland lake in 
Michigan, and a popular Summer resort. 


Land Grants Approved.

Railroad Men and Matters, 


—In Phoenix, Arizona, a trust mortgage 
has been filed for record conveying to the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company of New-York all 
the franchises, rights of way, roadbed and roll- 
ing stock of the Maricopa, Phoenix and Salt 
River Valley Railroad from Maricopa to Phoenix, 
and from Tempe to Mesa, to hold as security 
for the payment of the bonds of the railway com- 
pany to the amount of $860,000. The bonds run 
thirty years and bear 5 per cent. interest. Of the 
bonds covered by this mortgage $545,000 were 
issued in 1886 to build the road from Maricopa 
to Phoenix. 

—The State Railroad Commission yester- 
day notified the counsel of the Brooklyn Bridge, 
Prospect Park and Eastern Railroad Cornpany, 
which has put in an application for a certificate 
under Section 59, authorizing it to build its road, 
that a meeting would be held in the Common 
Council Chambers, Brooklyn, on March 31, as 
originally determined upon, but that an ad- 
journed date would then be fixed for the hearing. 


—In response to a resolution, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior yesterday sent to the 
United States Senate information in pessession 
of the department concerning the bond-alded 
Pacific railroads, giving the length of the various 
roads, the cost of construction, capital stocks, 
mortgage debts, &c. The resolution also called 
for lists of stockholders of the roads, but the 
department was unable to comply.

—If the scheme for building a two-million- 
dollar union railway station in Boston is carried 
out the new structure will cover an area of 
1,021,313 square feet, and will occupy land valued 
at about $2,700,000. 

—Adrian Iselin, Jr., Chairman of the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Reorganization Committee, 
gives notice that more than a, majority of the 7 
per cent. bonds have assented to the reorgani- 
zation plan. 

—The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
Railway shops at Washington, Ind., closed down 
indefinitely last Wednesday. No cause is given. 
Five hundred men are thrown out of employment. 

—Trans-Missouri roads have adopted a 
rate of one fare for the round trip owing to the 
Grand Army encampment in St. Paul. The rate 
of roads east of the river is one cent a mile.

Eight Men Killed 24 Birds and Tied 
for First Place—In the Shoot-Off 
Diekey Stnid the Lengest—Thir- 
teen Men, Tied at 23 Birds, Have 
to Shoot for Other Prizes—Big 
Prize Money Divided. 


a member of the Boston 
Shooting Club, won the Grand American 
Handicap at Branchport yesterday. He 
killed twenty-four out of twenty-five birds 
in the main contest, and was tied for first 
place by seven others. These eight shot 
off, the conditions being that each man was 
to retire as soon as he missed a bird. 


Dickey lasted the longest, killing six birds, 
and so won the big shoot. 

The Grand American Handicap was worth 
$2,700. According to the conditions, the 
winner was to receive $500, the second man 
$300, and the third $200, and all the re- 
mainder was to be divided among the next 
eleven highest guns—that is, 12 per cent. 
each to the fourth, fifth, and sixth; 10 per 
cent. each to the seventh, eighth, and ninth; 
8 per cent. each to the tenth, eleventh, and 
twelfth, and 5 per cent each to the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth. 

The eight men who tied for first place were 
O..R. Dickey, S. Glover, G. W. Coulston, 
R. O. Heikes, F. W. Cooper, E. F. Thomas, 
G. W. Cubberly, and Carl Von Lengerke. 
Before they shot cff, they got together and 
agreed that they would divide the money 
due them equally, and so the shoot-off was 
only to decide who should have the five-hun- 
dred-dollar silver cup offered by P. Daly, 
Sr., and P. Daly, Jr., and the position each 
man should be credited with, in crder to 
keep the record straight. Each one of 
these eight received a check from the Inter- 
State Association for $244.70. 

O. R. Dickey won the shoot and the cup, 
S. Glover was second, G. W. Coulston third, 
R. O. Heikes fourth, F. Cooper fifth, E. F. 
Thomas sixth, G. W. Cubberly seventh, and 
Carl Von Lengerke eighth. 

Then there was another lot of ties, thir- 
teen men having killed twenty-three birds 
each.

The shooting began early in the morning 
and under much better conditions than on 
Wednesday.

NEW-YORK ACADEMY. 


Apparatus for Photographing the Ef- 
feet of the Voice, Reentgen Pict- 
ures, the Newly Discovered Ele- 
ments, Argon and Helium, Work 
in Color Photography, Pictures of 
Lightning, and Machines for Pro- 
ducing X Rays Shown. 


"The New-York Academy of Science held 
its third exhibit of recent progress in 
science yesterday afternoon, in the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History. The ex- 
hibits comprised new work which had been 
done, inventions which had been made, and 
novel applications of old apparatus since 


the last exhibition of the academy, a year 
ugo. 

There was every kind of scientific ap- 
Pparatus to be seen in the lecture hall, where 
the display was made, from a six-inch 
equatorial telescope to cameras for taking 
colored photographs, and from the larvae 
of the common earthworm to Prof. Conn’s 
bacillus for making butter sell at higher 
prices. 

The afternoon reception, which was an 
informal one, was largely attended. Many 
of those present were young women who 
were still within the boarding-school age. 
There were also many women who had 
reached or passed maturity, and who dis- 
played great interest in the scientific nov- 
elties, and conscientiously looked through 
every eye piece which seemed intended 
for that purpose. 

The physics display, which was in charge 
of Prof. William Hallock of Columbia Col- 
lege, was one of the most interesting in 
the entire ollection. It contained, among 
other things, a complete apparatus for 
photographing the effect of the voice on 
gas flames, the tone of the voice being ab- 
sorbed by hollow bombs’ arranged for 
different rates of vibration, and the vibra- 
tion transmitted by a skin membrane to the 
burning gas flame. 

In order to see the jagged effect upon the 
flame of the voice, a four-sided mirror was 
provided, as the vibrations were too swift 
to be seen by the naked eye. Dr. F. S. 
Mackey, who has been associated with 
Prof. Hallock in making these experiments, 
was kept busy answering the questions 
put to him by women of an investigating 
turn of mina. 

*T think,” said one 
Mackey, “if you could 
more slowly I might see 
better.”’ 

The doctor murmured something about 
the quick revolution of the four-sided mir- 
ror being necessary to get any perceptible 
effect at all, whereupon the woman, who 
looked as if she was not accustomed not 
to have things her own way, gazed at 
him haughtily and went her way. 

Besides the apparatus for voice analysis 
and many characteristic photographs of 
its action, the physics exhibit had sev- 
eral Réntgen photographs to show experi- 
ments made by Prof. Rood, in order to 
establish the fact that the X rays could 
be reflected much the same as ordinary 
light. There was also an excellent col- 
tection of pseudo-Réntgen photographs ex- 
hibited by H. S. Curtis, made by the leak- 
age of sunlight through an ebonite slide. 

The chemistry section, which was in 
charge of Profs. Loeb and Pellew, had 
an interesting exhibit of the newly discov- 
ered elements argon and helium. These 
were both shown in Geissler tubes, so ar- 
ranged that a current of electricity could 
be passed through them in order that their 
characteristic lines might be seen in the 
spectroscope. Argon gave a lavénder-col- 
ored light when the electric current was 
passed through it, and helium gave a 
somewhat redder light, though still with a 
good deal of violet in it. 

A dignified elderly man, with a large 
white mustache, approached the student in 
charge of the chemistry display yesterday 
afternoon and said: 

** Ah! What have you got there?” 

“Argon, the new element,’’ replied the 
student. 

“Is it found in 
question. 

“Well, I should say it was, seeing that 
it forms a half per cent. of the atmos- 
phere,” replied the student. 

“That is all very well,” said the elderly 
man, with a rising inflection in his voice; 
“I did not ask you whether it was found 
in the atmosphere or not. I asked you if 
it was found in nature.’’ 

A nice, brisk old woman, dressed in 
black silk and using gold-rimmed eye- 
glasses attached to a handle, bore down 
on the student, who had charge of the 
newly discovered elements, and at once 
recognized familiar acquaintances in the 
two spectroscopes, which were carefully 
adjusted to show the spectra of argon 
and helium. She seized the adjusting screw 
of the first spectroscope and gave it a 
twist, which pulled it two or three inches 
out of its place. Then she rapidly turned 
to the other spectroscope and shifted it 
in a similar manner. 

“TI am sorry,’ she said, turning to the 
etudent, “that your spectroscopes are not 
arranged so that anything can be seen 
through them. Perhaps you will have them 
in good order later in the afternoon.” 

The student smiled and bowed to the old 
‘woman as she started to find some other 
apparatus in good working order, while he 
sat patiently down to get the two spectro- 
scopes into focus again. 

In the photography section some very fine 
specimens of color photography were shown, 
The New-York Photogravure Company had 
reproductions of ‘ Psyche,” an Autumn 
view of Wyant’s, and several other well- 
known pictures in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. These pictures were all taken by 
the three-color process, and resembled the 
originals in all essential features, 

Sixtecn dg of lightning were 
shown by W. N. Jennings in this section to 
prove that lightning is not zigzag, but wavy 
in its course. Some of these lightning pict- 
ures were so realistic as to be uncomfort- 
able to look at. 

Dr. Edward Leaming had a very interest- 
ing exhibit in this section of three color 
photo-micrographs, illustrating magnified 
views of the growth of bone and of the hu- 
man scalp. 

George F. Kunz had a tent erected in the 
mineralogical section to show that some 
diamonds are phosphorescent when seen by 
electric arc light, while others are not. He 
ascribes the phosphorescence to the pres- 
ence of a hydrocarbon in the carbon of the 
diamond. Other things equal, a phospho- 
rescent diamond is not as good as one 
which contains pure carbon only. 

In the electrical section the apparatus for 
making Réntgen rays was shown, and at- 
tracted a large number of visitors. One of 
Edison’s photoscopes, made like an old- 
fashioned stereoscope without any lenses in 
the top, and with a layer of tungstate of 
calcium sprinkled on black paper on the 
bottom, was provided, and many young wo- 
men looked at the skeletons of their own 

“hands witbout alarm. One reason for their 
composure was that not more than one out 
of ten of them saw anything at all. 

Prof, J. McKeen Cattell, who had charge 
of the experimental psychology exhibit, had 
three interesting machines to tell how long 
persons saw a color before they could press 
a button to say so. The young women from 
the boarding schools tried these machines 
with very disappointing results. 

The halls were crowded in the evening 
with throngs of persons who went to see 
the exhibits and to hear Prof. J. J. Steven- 
son give a genera! survey of recent scien- 
tific work, and Pref. M. I. Pupin talk on 
the Réntgen rays. Prof. Pupin also exhib- 
ited the Edison “‘ X ray spectacles,’’ much to 
the entertainment of the visitors. 

J. A. Brashear, the celebrated specialist 
on lenses, and Ambrose Swasey, who con- 
structed the Lick and the Yerkes telescopes, 
were among the prominent scientists pres- 
ent. Others who attended were: Mr. and 
Mrs. William E. Dodge, Mr. and Mrs. Seth 
Low, Abram §S. Hewitt, Charles P. Daly, 
B. L. Godkin, Addison Brown, Morris K.

Care Taken by Silversmiths to Sell 
Oniy Goods Up to Standard. 


A member of the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company said yesterday regarding the in- 
dictments found against silversmiths on the 
charre of selling as sterling articles not up 
to the standard:

“ The care taken by the Gorham Company 
to make absolutely certain the sterling 
quality of our wares is a matter of public 
knowledge. | Constant assays are made by 
experts of every melting which takes place 
in ‘the works. We are not content with a 
Single test, but trials are repeated at all 
Stages of manufacture. A record of these 
assays is kept, and in no instance are wares 
allowed to leave our shops below the legal 
standard. When articles are soldered the 
fineness of the silver composing them is in- 
creased sufficiently to compensate for the 
necessary amount of solder. ‘the same 
Scrutiny is given to articles of small size as 
is bestowed upon the most important pieces. 

““We do not manufacture jewelry, and 
this and some small articles are sometimes 
bought outside for our retail department,

SOUGHT A RENEWAL OF LICENSE. 


Saloon Too Near De La Salle Institute, 
It Was Contended. 


Christian Clausen; a saloon keeper of 
1,029 Sixth Avenue, obtained a writ of 
certiorari some days ago directing the 
Excise Commissioners to review a decision 
refusing him a renewal of his license. 

The case was argued before Justice 
Pryor, in the Supreme Court, yesterday, 
and it gave rise to a question whether 
De La Salle Institute, in West Fifty-eighth 
Street, was devoted only to educational pur- 
poses. 

The license was refused Clausen on the 
ground that his saloon was within 200 feet 
of the institute. The board held that the 
building was devoted to educational pur- 
poses solely. Samuel Untermyer, counsel 
for Clausen, admitted the location of the 
saloon, but he held that the institute was 
used for purposes other than education. 
The place, he said, was owned by the Chris- 
tian Brothers, some of whom board there 
and teach in other schools. 

It was also contended that, inasmuch as 
the saloon was in Sixth Avenue and the 
school in Fifty-eighth Street, the license 
could be granted under the law, which 
says ‘‘on the same street or avenue”’ when 
referring to the prescribed limits. 

Julius M. Mayer, who appeared for the 
Excise Board, said the teacuers Mr. Unter- 
myer had mentioned might at any time be 
transferred to duty in De La Salle Institute. 
Relative to the position of the saloon, Mr. 
Mayer said a decision on a similar ques- 
tion had already been made, adverse to 
Mr. Untermyer’s.contention. Justice Pryor 
reserved his decision yesterday. 





ACCUSED OF THEFT AND BIGAMY. 


Charges Against A, J. Goodwin from 
Colorado and Brooklyn. 


Arthur J. Goodwin, who is charged, the 
police say, with bigamy. and with robbing 
several firms by which he was employed, 
was arrested Wednesday night, and in the 
Essex Market Police Court yesterday he 
was remanded until the police of Cripple 
Creek, Col., are heard from. 

Goodwin is an Englishman, and is about 
thirty-two years old. He says he is a book- 
keeper. It is said that on March 1, 1895, 
while an agent of the Continental Oil Com- 
pany at Cripple Creek, Col., he disappeared 
with $1,200. He was arrested in St. Louis, 
Mo., on Sept. 30, 1895, and was taken to 
Cripple Creek, where he was to have had 
his hearing on Jan. 20, 1896. He again disap- 
peared, and it was learned that he had sailed 
from this city to Europe on the steamship 
New-York. He returned here a short time 
ago. His presence in the city was discov- 
ered, and his arrest followed. : 

The charge of bigamy against him comes 
from Brooklyn. It is said that on Aug. 7, 
i890, he was married in the Church ot St. 
John the Evangelist in Brooklyn to Maggie 
Gallagher. She is still living, and it is 
charged that on Novy. 21, 1891, Goodwin mar- 
ried Sadie O’Neill at the home of the Rev. 
Charles S. Brown of 255 Dean Street, Brook- 
lvn. His first wife says that he was at one 
time a soldier in the British Army and de- 
serted, but that he has forged papers in 
his possession which state that he was dis- 
charged from the army. — ; 

The police say that Goodwin while em- 
ployed by the firm of Perkins & Edwards, in 
Broadway, near Fourth Street, in 1892, fled 
with $400 belonging to the firm. They also 
say that he stole $150 from Spencer & Son 
of Brockiyn. 





Gold Watch for Capt. Stork, 

In the rooms of the Italian Society, 50 Mul- 
berry Street, the Italian Laborers’ Union, through 
W. Barrow, yesterday presented to Capt. Joseph 
Stork of the tug Nimrod a handsomely engraved 
gold watch in recognition of his rescue of fifty- 
tour men @uring a storm on Feb, 11. The 
watch was engraved as follows: ‘* Presented for 
love, honor, and esteem, in rescuing fifty-four 
fellow-beings from the drifting scows of the 
New-York Street Cleaning Department during 
the storm on Feb. 11, 1896, off Rockaway Iniet.”’ 
The rescue, made by Capt. Stork, was at the 
risk of his own life. 





Grimes Convicted of Manslaughter. 

New-Dorp, 8S. I, March 26.—The irial of 
Thomas Grimes, charged with murdering his 
brother, Edward Grimes, was. concluded in the 
Supreme Court at Richmond this afternoon. The 
trial was suspended Tuesday, when the prisoner 
was overcome with nervous prostration. while 
telling his story of the tragedy. 

The jury was out less than an hour to-day 
and returned a verdict of manslaughter in the 
tirst degree, but recommended the prisoner to the 
extreme mercy of the Court. Justice Smith 
sentenced him to five years in Sing Sing Prison. 





Bulkhead on Sherman's Creek, 


At its meeting yesterday, the Dock Board 
passed resolutions providing for the building of 
a crib bulkhead on the northeast side of Sher- 
man’s Creek, opposite One Hundred and First 
Street.

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ORNATE AND ELABORATE FLORAL 
DISPLAYS IN THE CHURCHES. 


All Denominations Vying with One 
Another in Making Preparation 
for the Festival—Last Year’s Ef- 
fects to be Surpassed—The Sombre 
Hues of Good Friday to be Sup- 
planted with Emblems of Joy— 


Favorite Plants. 


Handsomer than usual will be the floral 
decorations in New-York churches this Eas- 
ter. There seems to be on the part of 
nearly all of them a desire to outdo each 
other in such displays, and the ingenuity 
of florists is taxed to devise striking, yet 


testeful, designs for floral pieces. Not only 
are the Catholic and the Episcopal churches 
rivaling each other in this respect, but 
Protestant churches of other denomina- 
tions are entering into competition, so that 
the result will undoubtedly be pleasing 
to the churchgoer and profitable to the 
florist. 

Many of the churches will be decorated 
with palms on Palm Sunday and draped 
in black on Good Friday. 

The altar and windows of Trinity Church 
will be decorated with tall palms on Sun- 
day, and on Good Friday they will be 
draped. A black strip will be stretched 
across the reredos, and in the centre will 
be a white cross. On Easter Sunday the 
altar, the altar steps and railing and the 
haptismal font will be decorated with Hlies, 
palms, and potted plants. 

Over the altar in St. Paul’s Chapel there 
will be suspended on Palm Sunday a large 
screen of palms. The altar and lectern 
will be draped on Good Friday, and on 
Easter Sunday the altar will be bright 
with Easter lilies, and potted plants will 
be placed in the windows. 

The Church of the Heavenly Rest will 
be beautifully decorated on Easter, but 
on Palm Sunday and Good Friday the 
floral display will be very simple. On Eas- 
ter Sunday a large wreath of lilies will be 
placed above che picture of Christ above 
the altar, and back of the altar there 
will be a massive bank of Easter lilies 
and lilies of the valley. Flowering pink 
and white plants will be arranged on 
each side of the chancel, and the por- 
traits of the twelve. Apostles on the church 
walls will be draped with Southern clem- 
atis. 

It-is customary for the parishioners of 
St. Thomas’s Church to decorate that 
church at their individual expense, so that 
the floral display there will probably excel 
anything of the kind in the city. A dozen 
different floral firms are engaged in the 
work. The altar will be wreathed around 
the top and bottom with light-colored flow- 
ers, to relieve the sombreness of the place, 
and an effort will be made to make the 


church look as gay as possible. The lectern 
will be decorated with garlands of white 
and pink roses. The Kemp and Moffatt 
memorial windows will also be handsomely 
decorated. Besides these, there will be 
crosses and other floral designs distributed 
on the altar and through the church. 

The Palm Sunday decorations in St. Bar- 
thelomew’s Church will be simple, but no 
expense will be spared to beautify the in- 
terior of the edifice on Easter Sunday. 
Banks of flowers will be ranged behind 
the altar, and there will be two white 
crosses with the word “ Easter’”’ in pink. 
Wreaths of roses will be placed in the 
memorial windows to the two children of 
the Rev. Dr, Cooke, former rector of the 
church, and several tablets on the walls 
will be decorated. The font, which is also 
a memorial, will be hidden under lilies. © 

The Easter decorations in the Church of 
the Incarnation will be elaborate. Back of 
the altar there will be a number of magnifi- 
cent palms from 16 to 20 feet high; the 
altar rail will be covered with lilies, and the 
altar will be banked in with lilies and 
hydrangeas. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
beautiful floral display in the Methodist 
churchgat Maaison Avenue and Sixtieth 
Street. The pulpit in that church is very 
high. It will be covered with lilies, and 
banked on the corners with hydrangeas, 
azaleas, and genestas. The font will be 
filled with pink hydrangeas. 

Palms and lilies will form the bulk of 
the Easter decorations in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church. Vases of lilies 
backed by high palms will be placed in 
the pulpit, and in front of it there will be 
more palms and lilies, with hydrangeas and 
gerestas, which will be banked high. 

Dutch bulbs, tulips, hyacinths, azaleas, 
and lilies, all growing in pots, will be the 
Easter decorations in the Collegiate Dutch 
Church. They will be banked on a table 
in front of the high pulpit, and will make 
a heautiful effect. 

Immense palms on pedestals will deco- 
rate the main altar of St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedral on Palm Sunday. This will be 
the only floral display in the Cathedral 
on that day, and on Holy Thursday the 
altar of St. Joseph, on the Fifty-first Street 
side of the Cathedral, will be decorated 
with Easter lilies. These will be removed 
the same night, and om Good Friday the 
main altar will be heavily draped in black. 
These sombre decorations willggive way on 
Easter Sunday to one of the most magnifi- 
eent floral displays in the city. The de- 
tails have not vet been arranged, but 
more than 3,000 lilies will form a_ portion 
of the display. These will be on the main 

only. 
“Zee “Church, St. Leo’s Church, and 
other promineat churches in the city will 
be transformed on Easter Sunday into bow- 
ers of flowers.

Bellevue Insane Patients Use Them 
Only in Crossing the East River. 


Ten more insane men were sent from 
Bellevue Hospital to Ward’s Isiand yester- 


day. 

Each patient was supplied with new cloth- 
ing, consisting of woolen underwear, a 
pepper and salt suit, a black overcoat, a 
black soft hat, woolen half hose, and a 
yair of shoes, The cost of the new clothing 
supplied under the rules of the State 
authorities is from $16 to $17 for each 
person, but on arrival at Ward's Island, 
after the short trip across the East River, 
the patient is required to put on the asy- 


lum dress. 
What is to be done with the new clothes 


thus cast aside is a question that is caus- 
ing much talk among the authorities at 
Bellevue and Ward’s Island. The State 


Hospital officials say that the clothes can- 
not be returned to Bellevue for use by 
other patients, and if they are retained it 
will be necessary to build a storehouse on 
Ward's Island for them. 

President Croft of the Charities Depart- 
ment said yesterday that he did not know 
whether the patients sent to Ward’s Island 
eontinued to wear the new clothing in the 
asylum or were supplied there with an in- 
stitution garb. He said that as far as he 
knew none of the new clothing had been re- 
turned to Bellevue from the asylum. 

In speaking about the requirements made 
by the State officials for new clothing, he 
said that there was no law on the subject, 
but that it was a rule of the State Lunacy 
Commission which demanded it, and the 
matter is now to be taken to the Court of 
Appeals by the Lunacy Commission, to 
learn whether or not it is empowered to 
order patients to be supplied with new 
ciothing. tf the Charities Board is ordered 
by the courts to supply new clothing to’ 
insane patients, it will make suits at a 
low cost. President Croft showed the re- 
porter a suit that was made at the cost of 
$2.25.

‘The President's Indorsement of His 
Dismissal from the Navy. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—After holding it 
back for more than a week, Secretary 
Herbert to-day made public the indorse- 
ment of President Cleveland in the case 
of Medical Inspector Edward Kershner, 
who was. dismissed from the navy on 
March 19 on convicticn of a ‘“ violation of 
a iawful regulation issued by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy,” and of scandalous con- 
duct tending to the destruction of good 
morals. The charges involved perjury, and 
the court-martial sentenced the Medical In- 
spector to. dismissal. Secretary Herbert, 
many months ago, sent the case to the 
President, with the recommendation that 
the sentencé be confirmed, but the Presi- 
dent did not act until March 17 inst. The 
President’s indorsement follows: 

The sentence in the foregoing case of Medical 
Inspector kdward Kershner, United States Navy, 
is nereby confirmed and approved. - 

I have examined all the proceedings in this case 
and everything bearing upon it with the utmost 
care, and would have been glad to find a justifica- 
tion for a mitigation of the sentence imposed. I 
have* not been able, however, to escape the 
conviction that Medical Inspector Kershner, witn 
an unworthy intent and in an insubordinate 
spirit, violated an important and salutary regula- 
tion of the Navy Department. I am also fully 
convinced. that, to conceal his fault, he eelib- 
erately and under oath gave evidence before a 
court of inquiry which, if it did not technically 
constitute perjury, amounted to a plain and 
intentional suggestion of falsehood and a will- 
ful suppression of the truth. 

These offenses of which the accused has been 
found guilty involve so much that is perilous to 
the high sense of honcer that should characterize 
the personnel of our navy, and so much that is 
dangerous. to proper discipline in that branch 
of our service, that it seems to me a proper re- 
gard for pubjic duty precludes my interference 
with the sentence which the court-martial has 
imposed. 

Secretary Herbert, on March 19, append- 
ed the following: ** Medical Inspector Ed- 
ward Kershner, United States Navy, ac- 
cordingly ceases to be an officer of the 
navy from the date of this order.” 





THE ANTI-TOBACCO TRUST FIGHT. 


Action in Newark Opened with Read- 
ing of Voluminous Testimony. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 26.—Action against 
the American Tobacco Company to have the 
corporation declared unlawful and to re- 
strain it from refusing to sell its products 
to jobbers in other brands of cigarettes 
was opened in the Chancery Chambers this 
morning. John P. Stockton, Attorney Gen- 
eral, is the complainant, and brings the 
action against the concern on the ground 
that it is a trust and monopoly, the informa- 
tion to that effect being furnished by J. 
R. Miller & Son of this city. 

The Attorney General is represented by 
Thomas N. McCarter, Sr., Thomas N. Mc- 
Carter, Jr., Frederic W. Stevens, B. F. 
Einstein, Milton S. Guiterman, and Felix 
H. Levy. Richard V. Lindabury appeared 


for the defendants, assisted by Joseph H. 
Choate and W. W. Fuller. 

The testimony previously taken in the case 
by Master in Chancery Frederic Adams 
and by Commissioners in New-York State, 
Indianapolis, Ind., and St. Louis, Mo., fills 
thirteen typewritten books, or 1,800 pages in 
all, and as it was agreed that all this tes- 
timony be read in open court, the taking 
of oral testimony was postponed until Tues- 
day next.

The Rev. E. S, Decker Withdraws from 
the Newark M. E. Conference, 


NEWARK, N. J., March 26.—The Newark 
Annual Conference considered to-day the 
ease of the Rev. E. S. Decker of the South 
Market Street Methodist Episcopal Church: 
The charges against Mr. Decker were pre- 
ferred by William W. Sandford of 586 Mar- 
ket Street, and alleged indecent acts with 
relation to a young woman member of the 
church.

DEMANDED RIGHTS OF WHITE MEN, 


Cisco in Jail for Not Sending His 
Children to a Colored School, 


Jamaica, L. I., March 26.—Samuel B. 
Cisco, colored, is serving five days in jail 
here for violating the compulsory edu- 
eation law. 

There is a primary school for white chil- 
dren in the district where Cisco lives, while 
the school for colored children is at the 
extreme opposite end of the village. 

Cisco sent his two children to the school 
for white children, and they. were denied 
admittance. He then declared he would 
not send them to school. He was arrested 
by the truant officer and arraigned before 
Justice Wood. He was declared guilty, and 
given the alternative of paying a five-doilar 
fine or spending five days in jail. 

“Ti go to jail,” Cisco’ said. “ This is 
an outrage. I pay my taxes the same 
as ‘the white pcopie, and they make me 
send my children to a third-rate school 
in an out-of-the-way place, while the white 
children enjoy the best of schools right 
near their homes. I'll go to jail rather 
than pay a fine for this.”

W. Morley, a prominent man in the navy, will 
be transferred to the retired list to-morrow, on 
account of age. He is on duty at the New-York 
Navy Yard.

Miss Grace Dodge and heartily applauded 
by a large number of women interested in 
the work of the Woman's National Sabbath 
Alliance at a drawing room meeting yes- 
terday at the house of Mrs. Samuel Thorne, 
8 East Fifty-fifth Street. 

The alliance is now about a year old, and 
is made up of earnest women who are 
working quietly for the cause for which 
they are banded together. The aims which 
the members of the organization pledge 
themselves to forward are: 

First—To arouse the women of America 
to a realization of the existing perils which 
threaten the Christian Sabbath, .or the 
Lord’s Day. Second—To enlist all women 
in definite efforts to counteract the perils, es- 
necially in the home and in social life. Third 
~—To assist the American Sabbath Union 
by the formation of Woman’s Sabbath 
Committees, which shall be in harmony 
with existing Sabbath Associations that are 
in affiliation with the union, by the distri- 
bution of Sabbath literature, by procuring 
funds forthe National work of the union, 
and by all other means practicable. 

In the pledges members promise also to 
resist by precept and example whatever 
tends to undermine Sunday as a day of 
rest and worship. Social entertainments, 
Griving, and traveling are to be foregone, 
not only for the benefit of the individual 
refraining from the practice, but to con- 
serve the rights of the wage earner and to 
preserve the ‘“ Christian Sabbath,” the 
“foundation of our National prosperity.” 

The addresses were by Miss Dodge and 
the Rev. Dr. R. S. MacArthur, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist Church. Mrs. Darwin R. 
James presided, and an interesting account 
of the organization and its work was given 
by Miss Matilda Kay, the Secretary. Miss 
Dodge spoke as a representative of the 
working girls, whom she said she was 
proud to call her friends. 

“I know a girl,” said Miss Dodge, in- 
Stancing one case among others where 
the first day of the week was no. rest day, 
**who works from fourteen to sixteen hours 
every day. Only once in a few. months is 
She able to take a little rest, and then on 
Sunday she has a couple of hours. Labor 
leaders have asked me to present their 
Cause to the people whom they themselves 
cannot reach. 

st, have known meetings of labor organ- 
izations where the name of Christ was 
cheered and’ the words ‘Church’ and 
Christian people’ hissed. There is no way 
in which Christian people can: represent 
Christ more truly than in seeing that the 
people whose services they employ are not 
overworked and are allowed to keep sa- 
reg day in the week.’’ 

_ “We have the law of God expressed. in 
our own body,”’ said Dr. MacArthur. “ Did 
you ever think that there was an incarna- 
tion of the third person of the Trinity? At 
the” incarnation’ of the Holy Spirit on the 
day of Pentecost the human body became 
Sacred. There is no greater need for the 
body than one day of rest. Even at the 
time when infidelity was rife in France it 
was found that a day of rest was a neces- 
sity, and not less often than one day in 
seven. No man should sin against his body 
any more by underworking or overworking 
than by undereating or Overeating.

REFLECTED THE X RAYS 





IMPORTANT DISCOVERY MMDE BY 
PROF. ROOD OF COLUMBIA. 


Used As His Reflector a Sheet of 
Platinum Foil, and His 
ment Was the Crowning Evidence 


Experi- 


that Roentgen Rays Are Analo- 
gous in Their Behavior to Those 


of Light—Details of Work and- 


How Result Was Obtained, 


Ogden N. Rood, Professor of Physics in 
Columbia College, has made the important 
discovery that the X rays of Réntgen can 
be reflected like other forms of radiant 
energy, such as light and heat. 

In making the experiment, Prof. Rood 


carefully excluded every chance of direct 
action of the X rays on the negative plate. 
He used as his refiector a sheet of plati- 
num foil. He has embodied his results in 
a paper, which is published in this week’s 
issue of Science, from which the following 
extracts are taken: 


The interest connected with this subject led me 
on March 9 to undertake a set of experiments, 
and indicatiors were almost immediately obtained 
that a small percentage of the so-called X rays 
were reflected by a platinum surface placed at 
an angle of 45 degrees. The exposure of the sensi- 
tive plate, however, was not sufficiently pro- 
longed, neither was it properly shielded from 
the anode end of the discharge tube. Matters 
were finally arranged so that the plateholder 
Was completely shielded from all parts of the 
discharge tube by screens of heavy sheet 
lead, and on March 13, after an exposure of ten 
hours, a satisfactory negative was obtained, capa- 
ble of furnishing prints. 

The apparatus employed was of the simplest 
character. A coil of moderate size, made by 
Ruhmkorff more than thirty years ago, was ex- 
cited by a current suitable for classroom ex- 
periments, no condenser whatever being em- 
ployed. The Crookes tube was of German make, 
and had originally been intended only for class 
demonstrations. With the aid of a fluorescent 
screen, it had been carefully studied, and the 
best portion of It was employed. 

The plateholder, in addition to its draw slide, 
Was completely covered by a plate of aluminium 
with a thickness. of 0.17 mm.; the central 
horizontal portion of this was again covered 
by a broad strip of the same aluminium plate, 
and over the whole was fastened a netting of 
iron wire, destined to furnish the image. 1 
may remark in passing that I. have found wire 
netting very useful in other experiments with 
the X rays, as it gives instant information as to 
the condition of the field with regard to uniformity 
of illumination, single or double sources of the 
rays, and also with regard to the relative trans- 
parency of objects placed on the plateholder. 

The plate holder being arranged as indicated, 
care was taken that rectilinear emanations from 
the discharge tube should not even reach the 
external wooden portions of its frame. 

After an exposure of ten hours it was found 
that a good image of the netting had been pro- 
duced.on the vertical strip of the plate exposed 
to the reflected rays. This image had various 
deformations, the vertical lines representing 
the netting being, as a general thing, most dis- 
tinct; in some places, however, the horizontal 
lines had the upperhand, and there were a few 
spots where both were equally distinct. The 
image under those portions protected by two 
thicknesses of aluminium plate was, perhaps, a 
trifle fainter than’ that on the-rest of the plate. 
These facts and the character of the deforma- 
tions point very strongly to the conclusion that 
in the act of reflection from a metallic surface 
the Roentgen rays behave like ordinary light. 

Photographic experiments were then made to 
ascertain the percentage of the rays reflected. 
A plate from the same box was placed at a 
corresponding distance (6.5 inches) from the dis- 
charge tube, and the exposure diminished, till 
a similar image was obtained. It was, of course, 
protected in the same way as in the experiment 
on reflections, and developed for the same length 
of time. 

This image was not in any way 
After an examination of it by F. J. Harrison, 
Prof. Hallock, and myself, the conclusion was 
reached that the reflected image had the same 
intensity. This would indicate’ that platinum 
foil reflects the 1-260 part of the X rays incident 
on it at an angle of 45°. Of -course this figure 
is to be regarded as a first approximation. 

Prof. Rood’s' demonstration that the X 
rays can be reflected will be a _ serious 
blow to the theorists who still hold that 
the action of the rays outside the tube in 
which they are produced is caused by a 
bombardment of solid particles, either of 
ether or of air. All recent experiments by 
physicists tend to show that the X rays 
are analogous in their behavior to those of 
light, and Prof. Rood’s experiment is the 
crowning evidence of this fact.

MR. EDISON'S FLUOROSCOPE. 


An Invention for Properly Utilizing 
the Cathode Rays. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 26.—Inventor Thom- 
as A, Edison has just perfected at his lab- 
oratory in West Orange a new invention 
which he terms a fluoroscope, and which is 
a portable X-ray apparatus, by means of 
which the subjects revealed in radiographs 
can be conveyed to the naked eye by the 
X rays. This he proposes to exhibit at an 
electrical exhibition in New-York soon, and 
he. predicts that the fluoroscope will be 
made so cheaply and will be so reliable 
as to be of great use in every hospital in 
the country within a short time. 

It will be invaluable to surgeons in lo- 
cating the seat of injuries, for with it the 


operator can easily discover anything be- 
neath the flesh by directing the fluoroscope 
upon the afflicted member and turning on 
the electrical current, thus being able to 
apply his surgical instruments with an ac- 
curacy that would be impossible under oth- 
er circumstances. Mr. Edison gave up flu- 
orescent photography some time ago, and 
went to work on this new invention, which 
he is now confident will make a big suc- 
cess. 

The new machine consists of a double- 
tube vacuum pump, attached to a wooden 
upright, the exhaust mercury pipe running 
into a small wooden box alongside the 
pump, in which the tube is placed, the cur- 
rent being supplied by an ordinary battery 
and induction coil under the box, or in any 
convenient place, the wires leading up 
through the box, thus preventing any pos- 
sible shock being given by the current to 
the patient under operation. The repro- 
duction is thrown on paner covered with 
erystals of tungstate of. calcium, which 
forms a part of the fluoroscope, and with 
which Mr. Edison found, after experiment- 
ing with some 1,800 other chemicals, he 
could see almost anything. Mr. Edison 
can now penetrate with this new invention 
the tissues of the leg, shoulder, and arnt, 
and expects to be able to see into the head 
by the same means. 





MORE ROOM FOR AMERICAN MUSEUM 


Prof. Bickmore Tells Why It Is Need- 
ed—Mayor Will Approve Bill. 


There was a public hearing before the 
Mayor yesterday on the bill authorizing 
the Trustees of the American Museum of 
Natural History to build an extension to 
the present structure, in Manhattan Square, 
and also authorizing the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to appropriate not ex- 
ceeding $500,000 for the new building.

The bill has passed both houses of the 
Legislature, and preliminary to its sub- 
mission to the Governor it was sent to 
Mayor Strong for his consideration. 

No one appeared in opposition to the meas- 
ure. Morris K. Jesup, the President of the 
Board of Trustees; James M. Constable, 
Prof. Albert S. Bickmore, and John H. 
Winser, Secretary of the Board of Trustees, 
appeared in favor of the bill. 

Prof. Bickmore explained to the Mayor 
the necessity for more room at the museum, 
which, he-said, was now the most com- 
plete institution of its kind in the United 
States. During the present season the 
free lectures at the museum were ¢ttended 
by 53,960 persons, and, under the auspices 
of the Board of Education, these iecctures 
were repeated in the course of free lect-

Counsel 
representing property owners who object 
to the building of the road made argu- 
ments on Tuesday on the appeal from the 
decision of Justice Truax in Special Term 
declaring pro forma the constitutionality 
of the Rapid Transit act. 

Edward M. Shepar@ magle the argument 
for the Commissioners yesterday. The 
briefs filed for the’ commission were pre- 
pared by Parsons, Shepard & Ogden and 
Tracy, Boardma't & Platt. 

Mr. Shepard told of the appointment of 
the Commissioners by the General Term of 
the Supreme Court on May 9, 1895, and 
of their work, and reviewed the testimony. 
The growth of the population above the 
Harlem, he said, had made necessary a 
rapid transit system, and the good to be 
accomplished would far exceed any possible 
damage to property. He hoped the Court 
would give all possible weight to the re- 
port by the Commissicners. Referring to 
the statements by George Zabriskie, repre- 
senting Henry Hilton and other owners of 
property valued at $13,000,000, Mr. Shepard 
said:”

of $90,000,000 as the cost of the road, and 
sald that, as a matter of fact, the actua!

Mr. Shepard brushed aside the objections 
of the property owners by declaring that 
the road wouid benefit their property. They 
refused their consent to the building of 
the road, he gaid, because they were ad- 
vised that in giving consent they would 
surrender their claims to compensation for 
rights or easements which might be taken. 
In speaking of the damage likely to en- 
sue to vaults and cellars, he said:

The proposed road is as clearly a public work 
as ts a~sewer, and it ts perfectly lawful and 
constitutional to take private property for it. 
When the road ts completed it will never again 
be necessary to take up the pavement,-except for 
the purpose of laying a new pavement.

Albert B. Boardman spoke briefly for the 
report. 

Klihu Root, counsel for Robert Goelet, the 
Chemical Bank, and others, said that under 
the provisions of the statute that absolved 
the contractors and held the city liable for 
damages there would be no lack of con- 
tractors willing to do the work. He de- 
clared that under the act, even if the court 
should confirm the report, it would be nec- 
essary to take another popular vote upon 
the undertaking. Since the vote was taken 
in 1894 the plans had been changed and that 
yote could not legally be held as having 
been cast for the present detailed plans. 

Mr. Root attacked the constitutionality of 
the act. which he characterized as a scheme 
to evade the safeguards set by the Consti- 
tution for the protection of the solvency of 
the cities.

TREE PLANTING IN BROOKLYN. 


Information Compited by the Society 
Ready for Distribution. 


“Spring is approaching,” is the timely 
reminder of the Tree-Planting and Fount- 
ain Society of Brooklyn, of which A. A. 
Low is President, in a circular which urges 
interest in this period of activity in arbori- 
culture. 

The society is prepared to furnish trust- 
worthy and useful literature on the subject. 
The circular says: 

An organized association of the residents and 
property owners on a block, or in a section com- 
prising several blocks, for the purpose of securing 
united action in matters pertaining to street 
ornamentation and cleanliness, would enable 
them to secure the best results with the least ex- 
penditure. Such’ an organization could, by com- 
m®) consent, exercise supervision over the pave- 
ments and. sidewalks, reporting to the city au- 
thorities anything under their jurisdiction which 
required attention; when desirable it could pro- 
vide for additional cleanliness; it could take 
charge of trees and other ornaments; it could 
secure good care for trees, including removing 
those undesirable or superfluous and setting new 
ones, pruning and earing for them and guarding 
against and destroying injurious insects. This 
plan would secure: uniformity in the manage- 
ment of trees, which is very desirable. 

The society facilitates the formation of 
clubs, and has blanks that can be had on 
application for calling meetings of resi- 
dents and property holders to discuss street 
ornamentation and kindred subjects. Appli- 
cation for such blanks and the literature 
of the society should be made to Lewis Col- 
lins, Secretary, Room 82, 44 Court Street, 
Brooklyn.

PLAN BEING FORMULATED BY THE | 
STATE BAR ASSOCIATION, 


It Is Proposed that It Shall Be Avail- 
able for the Settlement of Dis- 
putes Between Civilized Nations 
and Between the United States 
and Great Britain in Particular— 
Bar Associations of England and 
All the States Will Be Concerned. 


A plan providing for a permanent Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitration for the settle- 
ment of disputes between civilized nations 
in general and between the United States 
and Great Britain in particular was con- 
sidered yesterday by the Committee on In- 


ternational Arbitration of the New-York 
State Bar Association. 

The plan was not given out for publica- 
tion, because it is not yet considered ma- 
ture in all its details. It is the object of 
the committee to ebtain the concurrence 
and co-operation in the final formation of 
this plan of all the bar associations of this 
country as well as of Great Britain, Can- 
ada, and Australia. 

The meeting was held at the office of Ed- 
ward G. Whitaker, 29 Broadway, President 
of the association, and, with the exception 
of Chauncey M. Depew, who is traveling in 
California, all the members of the commit- 
tee were present. They are William D. 
Veeder, Chairman, Brooklyn; Walter S. Lo- 
gan, New-York; W. Martin Jones, Roches- 
ter; Sherman S. Rogers, Buffalo, John I. 
Gilbert, Malone; Charles A. Deshon, New- 
York; William H. hobertson, Katonah, and 
Frank C{ $mith, Secretary, Northport. <Ad- 
visory m/i.iber—Prof. John B. Moore of Co- 
lumbia College, 

Correspondence had already been opened 
with the various bar associations of the 
country, and favorable replies were read. 
yesterday from whose of Maine, West Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin, New-Mexico, Georgia, 
New-Hampshire, Connecticut, Missouri, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, lowa, Virginia, and Mich- 
igan, 

The meeting went into executive session, 
and the plan, so far as it has at present 
progressed, was presented to the committee 
oy Walter S. Logan and W. Martin Jones, 
who composed the sub-committee appointed 
some time ago to consider the matter. 

Before the formal adoption of the plan it 
will be submitted to President Cleveland in 
a memorial from the association, but this 
will not be until the arbitration committees 
of all the State bar associations of the 
country have passed upon it. 

President Whitaker said to a reporter 
after the meeting: ‘‘ The bar associations 
of Great Britain ars in full sympathy with 
the movement. and we are encouraged to 
believe taat the court will surely be estab- 
lished—not, perhaps, this year, or even next 
year, but that it will be the great court of 
the world in the next century. It always 
remains for the Anglo-Saxon race to take 
the lead in any great peaceful reform. It 
has in the past, and it will continue to lead 
the world. And the lawyers lead the Anglo- 
Saxon people.” 

President Whitaker was asked what were 
the general features of the plan proposed. 
He said: 

“It provides for the naming by_ the 
United States Government and Great Brit- 
ain of some of the highest judicial officers, 
who shall constitute a court for the adju- 
dication of all diplomatic differences that 
shall arise between the two nations. This 
court is to be always in session in a legal 
sense. That is, it will always be ready to 
meet whenever called upon by the joint ace 
tion of the two Governments. 

“The American members or the court are 
ts be taken from the Federal judiciary. 
The Englsh will, of course, ‘make their 
Chancellor a member. It is possible that 
; may recommend that Germany and 
France shall be.represented.. That will de- 
pend to some extent on the attitude of 
these countriés and also of Great Britain. 

“The object will be primarily to settle the 
disputes between the two countries, but we 
anticipate that the advantages of the court 
will become so obvious to other nations 
that they will also seek its benefits and sub- 
mit their disputes its decision, rather 
than resort to war.’’

SPECULATION NARROW, WITH 
SLIGHT CHANGES IN PRICES, 


Lenaon Doing Little and Commis- 
sion House Orders Few—Sterling 


Rates Advanced—The Price of 
Gold Bars Increased by the Treas- 
ury—Trade Reports More Encour- 
aging—Susquehanna’s April Pay- 


ments Assured, 


THURSDAY—P. M. 
The characteristics of to-day’s market re- 
sembled those of yesterday. The vclume 
ef business was small, and fluctuations 


were narrow. The best prices of the day 


were made in the early trading. London 
did little either way, and commission house 
orders were few and far hetween. 

Sterling exchange rates were advanced 
to the point where gold shipments have 
been made in the past, but the action of 
the Treasury in advancing the price of 
gold bars makes the actual shipping point 
somewhat uncertain. Besides, there is no 
great demand for exchange. The advance 
in the price for bars was made to meet a 
similar advance by the Bank of England. 
There was little change in the money 
market, although it is worthy of note that 
call loans were made as low as 2% per 
cent., a rate lower than has been made 
in several months. ‘Trade reports were 
more encouraging, the pleasant weather 
stimulating business. The possibility that 
Congress may adjourn early in May was 
hailed with satisfaction. 

The active stocks were Sugar, Tobacco, 
Chicago Gas, and Burlington. At the 
close, Sugar was down ¥%, and Tobacco, 
Chicago Gas, and Distillers up fractions. 
Leather preferred and Tennessee Coal and 
Iron were unchanged. Colorado Fuel and 
Iron gained 1%, and Consolidated Gas 2 
points. Cordage stocks were unchanged. 
A rumor has been going the rounds that 
the Cordage Company intended to go into 
liquidation, but there is the best authority 
for saying that it is without foundation. 
The business of the company is steadily 
improving. Susquehanna and Western pre- 
ferred was weak, selling down to 2144, but 
recovering to 23, a net loss of 1% points. 
The story of an impending default in in- 
terest was revived, but was emphatically 
denied by officers of the company, who as- 
serted that the money for the April pay- 
merts has been in bank for two months. 
The earnings for February were given out 
to-day. By a reduction of operating ex- 
penses, the statement shows a net increase 
of $3,874 for the month.

The Tradesmen’s National Bank Yrop- 
erty Brings $402,000 at Auction 
After an Open Compectition—It Is 
Bought by the Owners of the Ad- 
joining Realty—Doings of the

As far as generel public interest was con- 
cerned, the feature in real estate dealings 
yesterday was the sale at auction, by Mr. 
George R. Read, of the Tradesmen’s Na- 
tional Bank property, 291 Broadway, north- 
west corner of Reade Street. Selling a 
corner on lower Broadway is a rare thing. 


Most parcels of the kind are very strongly 
held. Those which have been sold in recent 
years, because of the partitioning of es- 
tates, have usually passed into the hands of 
investors, although a few have, before so 
doing, been improved by an intermediary 
speculative builder. 

In the, present case, the reason for sell- 
ing was that the bank, which formerly oc- 
cupied the principal lower portion of the 
building, has removed to the Wool Exchange 
Building, on West Broadway, so as to be 
near many of its customers. The building 
sold is of marble, containing six stories, 
basement, and sub-basement, and covers a 
plot 33.2 by 98.8 by 28 by 99.6. It was 
bought by the bank in 1859. Subsequently, 
two stories were added to the original 
structure and an elevator was put in. At 
Present the rents from the building amount 
to $16,980 per year, When full, it is esti- 
mated—rather liberaliy—that it will. bring 
in $33,880, 

The sale had the conspicuous merit of 
being an absolute one. Mr. Read announced 
that no one in interest would make a bid, 
even if the property sold for one-half of its 
value, and every one present believed him 
because of his reputation. There were 
grouped about his stand in the Exchange 
Salesroom nearly 200 men, consisting of in- 
‘Vvestors, speculators, and brokers. Promptly 
at noon, the auctioneer announced the 
jterms of sale. These provided that 5 per 
cent. of the amount should be paid on sign- 
ing the terms and that, at the purchaser’s 
option, the seller would allow 70 per cent. of 
the amount to remain on mortgage at 4 
per cent. He then called for bids.
